li, oo many manufacturers of drugs and cosmetics have 
LY gone into price stabilization with the idea of restricting 
their distribution to the extent that it will curtail the volume 
of sales. To our minds price stabilization plans have been 
put into effect by manufacturers because it appeared to be 
the best merchandising scheme for these times. Back in the 
“lush”? days the merchandising schemes of manufacturers 
took other forms such as combination offers, free goods, 
extra discounts, ete. Today the manufacturers are engaging 
in price stabilization because they believe that dealer co- 
operation is most desirable and because they believe that 
this cooperation will help to check the tendency of the con- 
sumer to buy lower priced goods of relatively unknown 
manufacturers. 


Ye if price stabilization is followed through with the sole 
idea that prices must be maintained at all costs, the 
result will be a sharply lower number of outlets for the goods, 
and consequently sharply lower volume of sales. The 
Armand Company has thus far shut off all distributors in 
thirteen states because the prices cannot be maintained. 
Under such a condition how can price stabilization succeed? 


pre the latest plan of E. R. Squibb & Sons is as near 
to an answer as can be found. Squibb—the first drug 
manufacturer to attempt any such plan—is placing its 
goods on consignment in wholesale houses who are agents for 
Squibb. Undoubtedly this is the ultimate in attempting to 
control prices. If such a plan will not work, then nothing 
will. But further than this, Squibb definitely recognizes 
that such a step would seriously curtail volume of sales if 
nothing else were done. Therefore they plan to overcome 
the restricted distribution which is bound to result from a 
sincere effort to effect such a plan by greatly increased ex- 
penditures for newspaper advertising which follows the 
design and appeal of chain store advertising. Squibb is 
facing the situation in a manner which has more chance for 
success than anything we have ever seen. We hope they 
succeed.

and if the retailers do not 
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pay the w holesalers, the wholesalers 
cannot pay the manufacturers. 

But it does not seem that these 
credits are going to pull out of the 
fire by this method for the simple 
reason that all manufacturers are 
not interested in price stabilization, 
and still other manufacturers who 
have announced price stabilization 
policies are not sufficiently in earn- 
est to pay the high cost involved in 
qa sincere effort to make these 
policies effective. 

This situation is similar to many 
others in that those manufacturers 
who are willing to cooperate to the 
fullest extent are handicapped by 
those manufacturers who will take 
advantage of just such a situation. 
Perhaps the only answer is to adopt a 
policy that will bring in the business 
and stick to it whether the policy is 
one of price stabilization or other- 


wise. 


F. D. A. and the Senator 


We heard of an interesting case the 
other day involying the Food and Drug 
Administration. It seems that in Feb- 
ruary of this year a manufacturer sub- 
mitted to the administration a package 
and label for approval. The administra- 
tion approved the name and the state- 
ments on the label. Now the manufac- 
turer has received a letter from the ad- 
ministration notifying him that he must 
make changes in his statements. The ad- 
ministration attempts to placate him for 
his trouble in first conferring with the ad- 
ministration by telling him in the letter 
that ordinarily in the case of such a viola- 
tion the administration would imme- 
diately institute seizure action, but since 
he had been so nice in conferring with the 
administration, the officials would give 
him a chance to change his label without 
any action being instituted. We believe 
that the manufacturer might go to the 
mat on this, and if he does, we will tell you 
all about it. 

The case of The S. E. Messingill Com- 
pany, of Bristol, Tenn., opened up again 
October 1 in the Federal District Court in 
New York City. This case has been going 
on for seyeral years, the judge who was 
previously trying the case having died. 
This case involves a claim by the govern- 
ment that the content of codeine sulfate is 
below the label statement. There will be 
some fun in this case and we do not believe 


that the government will have much to 
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laugh about when the defendant gets 
through. We are told that the case came 
about due to the fact that through an 
error on the part of the manufacturer, the 
product was priced too low. This led to 
suspicion by the government that the 
product did not contain the ingredients 
specified. The court action is the result. 


Home Medical Book 


Our old friend Senator Copeland is add- 
ing to his income producing activities 
which result from his status as the old 
family doctor, by writing “Dr. Copeland’s 
Home Medical Book.”

To us who have 


talks, the book reads just like so many 
radio health talks. The Doctor covers 
everything from bites of insects to angina 
pectoris. He talks about menopause and 
adolescence, but he fails to give anything 
on feminine hygiene! A friend of ours who 
bought the book was just nasty enough to 
compare the claims made in the newspaper 
advertisement with the book, and found 
that information on feminine hygiene was 
claimed in the advertisement but did not 
appear in the book. Page Mr. Tugwell! 

The book will prove of practically no 
value to the drug manufacturer for the 
reason that the Doctor does not give drugs 
much of a break, but relies mostly on 
simple remedies and corrective measures, 
with constant advice to “‘see the doctor.” 
The first thing he recommends for sore 
throat is a teaspoonful of castor oil but we 
doubt that a manufacturer would be 
allowed to label castor oil for sore throat 
on the strength of this. 

For snake bites the Senator merely 
recommends sucking the blood from the 
wound, washing the wound with soap and 
water, and rubbing potassium permangate 
crystalsinto the wound. The Doctor doesn’t 
even mention anti-venom serums such as 
are produced by Sharp and Dohme, and 
he assures us that “bites of native snakes 
are seldom, if ever, fatal.’ How stupid 
that southern preacher was to have tor- 
tured -himself'when he really didn’t prove 
anything,’ and: how dull Sharp & Dohme 
must be to maintain stations throughout 
the country with airplane distribution of 
anti-venom serums. 

3ut the Doctor and the publishers know 
that the public is a glutton for punishment 
when it comes to eating up books of this 
sort. The public is always looking for 
simple methods of maintaining its health 
or curing its ills—hence the large sale of 
proprietary medicines. ‘The Senator prob- 
ably sees no reason why he shouldn’t cash 
in on this human characteristic, especially 
when he can do it in a way which still 
makes him appear as an enemy of the 
proprietary medicine manufacturers at 
whom he has been driving so hard with his 
proposed legislation. 

The Doctor is very cautious in the drugs 
he recommends, but he does slip on a few 
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trade-mark names which he uses—Adre-! 
nalin and Vaseline being two. that we 
He fails to recommend sodium 
perborate or any other drug for trench 
mouth, assuring the reader that the den- 


noticed. 


tist “will apply certain antiseptics to the 
infected areas.” 

We believe that the buyer of the book 
will be sorely disappointed if he expects to 
make any great use of it in the home, or if 
he expects to find out any great amount of 
information about any particular disease. 

The Doctor’s political training bears 
down on him heavily in writing the book, 
hence we find the following paragraph ap- 
pearing in the chapter on Anemia: 

“T am so thankful that the old-time 
sweatshop conditions are speedily disap- 
pearing. The human laws and the in- 
creasing humanity of employers are doing 
away with the vile surroundings which 
sapped the vitality of the last generation. 
Society should keep a vigilant eye on such 


matters.”

The methods by which the cooperative-mutual 
wholesalers conduct their businesses came up again for 
attack and defense at the joint session of the wholesale 
and manufacturing members of the Federal Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association. At the afternoon session of the 
opening day of the F.W.D.A. convention which was 
held in Providence, R. I., September 17 to 19, the posi- 
tion of the mutual wholesalers in the price stabilization 
was discussed with plenty of fireworks. 

Percy C. Magnus presided over the meeting, and 
called on Earl A. Means, of Bristol-Myers Company, as 
the first speaker. Mr. Means criticized those mutual 
wholesalers who are unwilling to cooperate with his com- 
pany in the manner which his company believes is 
necessary to make the company’s price stabilization 
plan effective. He insisted that price stabilization 
meant stabilization for the wholesaler as well as for the 
retailer. And he described as “dirty” the practice of 
the Mutual Drug Company to bill his company’s goods 
with the following notation: “You are not getting a 
discount because the manufacturer demands that you 
do not get a discount.” 

R. F. Lee Williamson, of the Mutual Drug Company, 
and secretary of the association, answered for the 
Mutual Drug Company. He stated that Mr. Means 
was 98 per cent wrong. “Mr. Means refers to rebates 
and discounts,” said Mr. Williamson, “he does not 
refer to them as dividends. The Mutual Drug Com- 
pany has always had price stabilization, but complying 
with the presidential order.” 

Mr. Williamson continued: 

“Our column billing for arriving at net profits has 
been misunderstood, perverted. We have three col- 
umns for convenience of system, separated according to 
gross profits to the company. At the end of a certain 
time limit, we determine gross profit for the period, 
apply against this the cost of doing business, and thus 
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The cooperative-mutual whole- 
salers and the manufacturers again 
discuss the problems of each other 
in open forum. All the mutual 
wholesalers pass resolutions full of 
meaning for the future of the trade. 


determine net profit. We divide that net profit among 
our stockholder customers or member customers accord- 
ing to the purchases of that customer. 

“T resent Mr. Means’s saying that we are breaking 
down price stabilization. Manufacturers have said to 
us, “Bill them in that column (the no-dividend 
column) or you don’t get any goods.” Any co-operative 
house has a perfect right to distribute its profits or 
dividends by any means satisfactory to its members. 
The retailer's money, whether it be stocks of the stock- 
holder customer or guaranties of the member custom- 
ers, is used in the company’s business and returns are 


based on distribution of profits. 

“When the Mutual Drug Company stopped its dis- 
counts, the stockholders and customers had to know the 
reason. We told them and probably shall continue to

do so. We are trying to protect stockholder customers 
who are members of our company. 
“We are not trying to break down price stabilization. 


We are going to continue our patronage dividends. If 


we happen through efficiency to operate more eco- 
nomically, stockholders should benefit from it. 

“We are not giving discounts; we are giving patron- 
age dividends. We are on the defensive. We are going 
to protect this, our method of doing business. We 
think that it is right.” 

J. S. Norton, of the Lambert Company, said that 
profit and protection of the retailer should be the basis 
of profit distribution. Upon speaking again, Mr. Means 
that according to the presidential proclamation, pa- 
tronage is one thing—the amount of business which a 
house obtains: whereas cooperative houses offer dis- 
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counts. He said his company never tells wholesalers 
how the goods of his company must be billed, but if his 
company does not like the way in which the billing is 
done, the company has the right to refuse to sell. 

E. V. Frankel, sales manager of Frederick Stearns & 
Company, stated that there is a need for honesty in the 
drug business. Wholesalers, manufacturers, and re- 
tailers, he said have not been honest. He said there 
had been no honesty in the drug business for the past 
twenty years. He wanted to know what the mutuals 
would do if every other wholesaler adopted the prac- 
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tices of the mutuals, and used billing in the A, B, C 
columns. 

Mr. Williamson answered this question by saying 
that the mutuals would continue as they had in the 
past. He said he would be pleased to show anyone the 
system that his company used and would welcome 
them in the business. 

President H. Z. Krupp, of the Philadelphia Wholesale 
Drug Company, stated that the main issue had been 
side-tracked.

O. J. Cloughly, of the St. Louis Wholesale Drug 
Company, said he had always been willing to go along 
with any plan which a manufacturer presented if the 
plan was honestly and sincerely offered to help the 
retailer even though Mr. Cloughly did not believe in 
the plan himself. Mr. Cloughly said that his company 
was wholly owned by 600 retailers in St. Louis, and that 
he was working for them. The goods which the company 
buys are bought and owned by these 600 retailers and 
his company should have the right to pass on to the 
stores that own the goods the wholesale discounts which 
they have earned in the same manner as a chain store 
company can pass the wholesale discounts on to the 
stores in the chain. He said he could see no difference 
between the shipping of goods to the warehouse of a 
chain at the wholesale price and the shipping of goods 
to his company which is really the warehouse for the 
600 retailers which own the company. He said that 
8216 per cent of the retailers in St. Louis are operating 
in the red, and that a purchase of $9.00 worth of the 
products of the Ex-Lax Company, or $5.00 of the prod- 
ucts of E. R. Squibb & Sons would prove too big for 
some of them. 

T. F. Williams, of the Ellicott 
wanted to know why the manufacturers were so insist- 
ent that the wholesalers retain a discount of 16 23 per

cent when the suggested minimum-retail selling prices 
in some cases assured the retailer only 12 per cent 
profit. 

The convention was attended by close to 300 mem- 
bers and guests and set a new high record for attendance 
and interest. Twenty manufacturers were taken in as 
associate members at the convention. The opening 
session was given over to the introduction of represen- 
tatives of other associations and a roll call of the asso- 
ciate members. The sessions on the second day were 
restricted to active.members. 

The final session on Wednesday morning was largely 
given over to the reading and passage of several im- 
portant resolutions designed to protect the business of 
the mutual wholesalers and the independent retailers. 


These resolutions follow: 
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Wuereas the President’s patronage dividend executive order 
protects the rights of our members and stockholders, also all inde- 
pendent retail druggists of our country that are in business on 
their own capital. 

THEREFORE be it resolved that the F.W.D.A. take advantage 
of the opportunity now wide open to eliminate all future dicta- 
tions of our competitors by decisive action that will place us 
squarely behind this Executive Order. 

WHEREAS the Federal Trade Report of December, 1933 shows 
that on 250 nationally advertised items the average cost to the 
chain was 28° less than the 2, 4 and 8 wholesale list price to 
independents, and 

WHEREAS the Retail Drug Code price level at these wholesale 
list prices guarantees protection to chain stores 100°, for operat- 
ing store costs for 1934. 

THEREFORE be it resolved that we are opposed to the con- 
tinuance of chain stores chiselling manufacturers for concessions 

Resoivep that this Association is opposed to any so-called 
stabilization plan that prevents the independent retailer from 
getting merchandise at as low a cost as his competitor. 

WHEREAS it has developed that our wholesale houses have not 
been able to supply their buying members with the L0c sizes of 
some of the popular advertised toilets and remedials, and 

WHEREAS, it is learned that other outlets are the only ones 
allowed to job or retail such items in question, 

THEREFORE be it resolved that the F.W.D.A. use all the power 
at its command to induce manufacturers of such items to make 
their products available to the retail trade through all wholesale 
outlets. 

WHEREAS inasmuch as manufacturers’ prices of standard mer- 
chandise, package medicine, toilet articles and sundries, under the 
Retail Drug Code, fluctuate as to price and free goods for certain 
specific periods in dozens, and as Secretaries of the Retail Drug 
Code in the past have not received advance notice of this change 
in price from the manufacturer, and as such the enforcement of 
the Fair Trade Practice of the Retail Drug Code is delayed due to

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SQUIBB GOES THE LIMIT 


Determined to stabilize retail prices 
at all costs, Squibb is the first drug 
manufacturer to go on a consign- 


ment plan. 


But clearly facing the 


fact that this might mean less 
volume, the company steps up ad- 
vertising expenditures in a unique 
way to make a completely rounded 


plan. 


Whether or not price stabilization is a sound policy 
for any manufacturer to employ depends upon the 
nature of the products of the manufacturer and the ex- 
tent to which the consumer will go in insisting that he 
get the products of a particular manufacturer. But it 
is axiomatic that if a manufacturer insists upon main- 
taining the retail prices on his goods he is pitting the 
retailer cooperation which he believes he is receiving 
against the extent to which he has to restrict his dis- 
tribution or limit the number of retail outlets which 
handle his goods. 

There is no question that all retailers are not always 
mindful of the fact that manufacturers who are sin- 
cerely following a price stabilization program are really 
doing something constructive for the retailer, and that 
the cost of such a program on the part of the manu- 
facturer warrants unstinted support. Therefore, the 
dealer cooperation which the manufacturer has a right 
to expect is far from one hundred per cent. It follows 
that if the manufacturer restricts his distribution in a 
sincere effort to effect price stabilization, his volume is 
bound to suffer. The answer to this is to increase ad- 
vertising expenditures so as to build up the consumer 
demand for the products. The increased insistence on 
the part of the public that they get the products of the 
manufacturer naturally results in greater pressure from 


the outlawed retail establishments to get the goods of 


the manufacturer, so the two factors pull in opposite 
directions. 

E. R. Squibb & Sons have long felt that a sincere 
effort to maintain retail prices on their goods was worth 
all that it cost. Therefore, they have for a long number 
of years, expended great effort and large sums of money 
to make price stabilization on their products a fact. 
The Squibb-Owl fight is now history but it will always 
be remembered as one of the most sincere and costliest 
efforts on the part of a manufacturer to protect the 


prices on his products. Squibb has always had great 
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difficulty in maintaining the prices on their products. FEATURED AT LEADING DRUG STORES 


FIRST OF THE NEW ADVERTISEMENTS 


Certain territories would be bad: these would be fixed 
up only to have another territory break out. 
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Squibb has attempted to go as far as they could 
under the law. They have cut off retailers who were 
breaking the prices, only to find that these retailers 
were able to get the goods from another retailer or from 
a wholesaler. They have watched the purchases of re- 
tailers and wholesalers to find if there was any sharp 
upturn in them which would indicate that the goods 
were being shipped to an outlawed retailer. But they 
have been unable to make price stabilization sufficiently 
effective. 

Now Squibb is taking the final step by placing their 
goods in wholesale houses on consignment. This means 
that the goods belong to Squibb until they are sold to 
the retailer. Thus Squibb has complete control over 
the stocks in wholesaler’s warehouses and can tell the 
wholesaler to whom these goods can and cannot be sold. 
The wholesaler is appointed an agent under contract 
with Squibb. 

Squibb is not giving up its policy of selling direct to 
the retailers, but under this method they are anxious to 
retain as direct accounts only those retailers who are 
steady and consistent buyers. Those retailers who are 
apt to fluctuate widely in their purchases are to be 
turned over to the wholesaler-agents who can do much 
of the policing of these accounts in their own territories. 


Clever Discount Schedule 


As part of the new plan, Squibb has cleverly worked 
out a schedule of discounts which not only makes it 
advantageous for the ordinary retailer to buy from the 
wholesalers, but which makes it possible for the retailer 
to show a profit on Squibb goods of from twenty-eight 
per cent to thirty-three per cent even when the goods 
are sold at the suggested minimum prices. This is 
brought about by giving retailers a ten per cent dis- 
count when they buy a five dollar order of two or more 
Squibb items from the wholesaler-agent. Thus liquid 
petrolatum, which is priced at $6.00 per dozen, 50 cents 
per bottle, costs the retailer only 45 cents per bottle 
when it is bought in combination with one or more other 
items and the amount of the order is $5.00 or over. The 
suggested minimum price which the retailer must get 
for liquid petrolatum is 59 cents. This shows a net 
profit of thirty-one per cent of the cost price. 

It will be noted that the ten per cent discount is only 
given on orders of more than one item. This means 
that the code minimum which is the manufacturer's list 
price per dozen will not be changed by the granting of 
this discount. The reason why Squibb is interested in 
maintaining the code minimum as high as possible is 
that outlawed retailers who may have some Squibb 
goods on hand can never sell below the code minimum 
without running afoul of the government. 

Perhaps the most interesting part of the plan, and the 
part that that Squibb will work 
earnestly and sincerely to make price stabilization 
effective is the increased advertising program which 
Squibb has planned because they know and openly 
admit that restriction of distribution through a consign- 


clearly indicates 
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ment plan would seriously affect their volume of sales. 
They are not so greatly concerned over competition from 
private because of the fact that an impartial survey of 
consumers has determined the fact that Squibb goods 
are bought because of the confidence of the consumers 
in the House of Squibb. This confidence has been built 
up through years of institutional advertising and a real 
effort on the part of Squibb to maintain and improve 
the quality of its products. 

The consumer survey also revealed that of the long 
list of “Home Necessities” or products found in the 
medicine cabinets, the average consumer of Squibb 
goods knew only from four to eight which were manu- 
factured by Squibb. In other words, these consumers 
did not know that Squibb manufactured a complete line 
of the products which are ordinarily bought over the 
counter by the average family. The few products of 
Squibb which these consumers were familiar with were 
those which had appeared at the box in the lower corner 
box of the institutional advertising done by the House. 


Newspaper Ads That Sell 


Therefore, while the new and larger advertising cam- 
paign will continue the institutional advertising in 
magazines, it will also include heavy newspaper adver- 
tising on all the Squibb Home Necessities. And these 
newspaper advertisements will follow the design of 
chain store advertisements, although they will be 
cleaner and more dignified in appearance. They will 
carry around the margin pictures of different Squibb 
products with the notation, °°$1.00 size,” ete. In each 
case the price will be given as an indication of the size 
rather than of the actual selling price. Other products 
will merely be mentioned with a picture. In each ad- 
vertisement two items will be spotted with a combina- 
tion price, such as Squibb Dental Cream and Squibb 
Milk of Magnesia for a combination price of 71 cents. 
The various items in the Squibb line will be rotated so 
that a great many of them will be pictured and appear 
in the spot. In this way the consumer will become 
acquainted with the great many products which Squibb 
makes and the actual minimum selling prices of them 
which will be in effect in all stores while they are being 
featured in special combination offers. 

It is believed that through this combination of the 
consignment plan and the newspaper advertising, it 
will be possible to make price stabilization on Squibb 
products close to 100 per cent effective, and at the same 
time to increase the total volume of Squibb goods sold 
even though the distributive outlets might necessarily 
be reduced. 

There is no question of Squibb firm intent to deal 
harshly with any wholesaler-agent who violates the 
intent of the consignment plan. As Joseph C. Hearn, 
general sales manager of Squibb, says: “We will cut 
him right off even though he is the largest wholesalei in 
the country. And we will cut off every wholesaler in the 
country if we find it necessary to do so.”

THE FUTURE 


Increasing attention is being given 
to the endocrines as point of attack 
for the cure of human ills. More 
remedial agents containing these 
products will appear in the future. 


Although glandular therapy is as old as medicine 
itself, and although progress in this field within recent 
years has been extremely rapid, it is the prevailing 
sentiment that this type of medication has yet to really 
“come into its own” and that the future progress of 
medicine is inseparably linked with the glands and the 
hormones they produce. The contributions which drug 
manufacturers have made to the present-day knowledge 
of glandular therapy can not be overstated, but in the 
era which lies ahead, every manufacturer will want to 
know this subject, for his progress also apparently lies 
in that direction. 

The work of the hormones is spectacular in its effects 

giants and dwarfs, imbeciles and geniuses, may well 
be as they are because of the quantity of this or that 
hormone supplied by the glands. In the realm of such 
wonders, the investigator into therapeutics dares not to 
trespass lightly, but, thanks to the fact that he has 
entered this field, cretinism is now curable with thyroid 
extract: shock and asthma are speedily relieved through 
the prompt administration of Adrenalin; insulin halts 
the ravages of diabetes; and labor pains are eased 
through the action of post pituitary extract. Such are 
but a few of the instances in which glandular therapy 
has made specific contributions, but gradually traces of 
the effects of the hormones are being brought to light in 
practically every condition of ill health, and investiga- 
tors in this field believe that eventually all therapy will 
be at least partly glandular in nature. 
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The use of animal organs in the treatment of disease 
is as old as mankind itself. Such treatment is referred 
to in a Hindustan book of medicine as far back as 1800 
B. C. And, doubtless, long before that, our prehistoric 
ancestors were feeding their young men the hearts of 
sabre-tooth tigers to give them courage and the hearts 
of whatever passed for deer, to give them speed. The 
Kgyptian writings of 400-500 B. C. recommend the use 
of testicular substance in the treatment of impotence, 
and both Galen and Pliny wrote of the use of animal 
preparations in the treatment of disease. The first 
scientific study of the endocrine glands and their in- 
ternal secretions is generally credited to Claude Bernard 
for work done about 1843-55. The first highly-pub- 
licized work was as a result of sensational experiments 
conducted upon himself by Brown-Sequard using 
testicular extract, made public in 1889. Credit for the 
chemical isolation of the first active endocrine principal 
goes to Takamine of Detroit, who in 1901 isolated the 
adrenal hormone, Epinephrin. 

The principle of hormone action was discovered by 
Starling of London in 1902. He scientifically explained 
this system of animal medication which had been be- 
lieved in throughout the ages. He pointed out that the 
body manufactures its own drugs. These drugs, for 
which he proposed the name, “hormones,” have a 
definite chemical composition, and are comparable in 
their nature and their mode of actions to drugs of 
specific action, such as the alkaloids. These drugs are 
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manufactured by the glands of internal secretion and 
carried through the body by the blood stream and 
lymph. Thus these active principles or hormones make 
their effects felt throughout the entire organism. They 
correlate and coordinate various bodily functions, such 
as growth and sexual development, and they control 
one another, in that they are interdependent. 

This last fact is of considerable importance in the 
study of glandular therapy. The various glands which 
produce these hormones, such as the thyroid, pituitary, 
thymus, 


adrenal, gonads, 


pineal, liver, placenta, duodenum, and mammary, act 


parathyroids, pancreas, 
to balance and counterbalance each other when the 
body is in a normal, healthy condition. Some of the 
hormones work together and stimulate each other's 
effects, while others are antagonistic and work against 
each other. 
body gets just the right amount of each hormone neces- 


The net result is that every part of the 
sary for its healthy functioning. However, in ill health, 
the body attempts to produce an excess of one or more 
hormones or perhaps to stimulate the secretion of one of 
the cooperating hormones, in order to compensate for 
the inadequate secretion of still another. In other 
words, the hormone or endocrine balance is disturbed 
and some glands are producing too much and others 
But, 


curiously enough, though the supply may be abundant 


producing inadequate supplies of hormones. 


or curtailed, its chemical composition never varies and 
the glands may well boast of the uniformity of their 
products. 

It is obvious that there are a great number of effects 
and combinations possible among the endocrine glands 
and the hormones when the stability of good health is 


disturbed. These may cause many disturbances each

lly the result of a thyroid or pituitary 
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with its own effect upon bodily function and perhaps 
the most remote symptom from the point of view of the 
origin of the disorder may be the most pronounced 
symptom from the point of view of clinical exam- 
ination. And it is in this field of general therapeutics, 
that) enthusiastic workers in glandular therapy believe 
their greatest Opportunity to lie. In other words, they 
produce evidence to show that ailments so far afield as 
colds, burns and baldness may be treated glandularly, 
They point out that in conditions of ill health, one 
gland not only may interfere with the work of other 
glands but it may also corrupt those parts of the body, 
non-glandular in nature associated with the work of 
these other glands. Thus, quite logically, they assert 
that glandular therapy should always be part of the 
indicated treatment for most of the body’s ailments. 

There are two general approaches to glandular 
therapy, substitutive and stimulative. The first is to 
supply the organism with secretions which it is unable 
to produce, such as is the case with insulin in diabetes. 
The other, which is the wider field, is to attempt to 
stimulate the glands to resume their normal work. This 
latter, too, is usually as slow process, for changes can be 
brought about but slowly with safety, and the response 
to this type of treatment naturally becomes progres- 
sively smaller as the patient approaches normal. The 
picture is somewhat confused also by the fact that some 
of the glandular extracts are used purely for their potent 
drug action, such as is the case of pituitary extract in 
delayed labor, and adrenal extract in stimulating the 
heart. Neither of these can be classed as true glandular 
therapy despite the fact that glandular products are 
involved. 

\t the present time, gland extracts, and some of the 
isolated active principles are available from all of the 
endocrine glands. Considerable work still remains to 
be done in producing these substances, but, for the most 
part, this consists in refinement and isolation. The big

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COLDS AHEAD 


The season for heavy demand for 
cold remedies is just ahead of the 
drug manufacturers. Now is the 
time to prepare for this perennial 
demand. Ingredients and manufac- 
turing procedure are given in this 
article. 


It may seem inhuman to gloat upon the prevalence 
of colds but it is difficult not to remark that colds bring 
the industry a very large, if not the largest, part of its 
revenue. We are now in the season when the retail 
sales curve will begin to turn upward, but we are already 
past the time when the colds of next winter were re- 
flected in the manufacturers sales curve. Last May the 
tablet presses and mixers started to pour out cold 
remedies which were distributed to the jobbers in the 
early months of summer. This early stock-up will take 
care of early requirements and now another drive upon 
the wholesalers in progress to provide stocks for mid- 
winter and spring. 

The merchandising of cold preparations is purely 
a seasonal proposition. Sales to distributers are made 
from four to six months ahead of the season while all 
advertising to the consumer is confined to the cold 
season itself. A few manufacturers experimented with 
off-season or summer advertising on the theory that if 
the public were constantly reminded of their products 
they would buy them when colds came. But as a matter 
of fact it didn’t turn out this way. John Q. Public 
bought the first remedy that came to hand as soon as 
he contracted a cold. The result is that wise manufac- 
turers confine their publicity to the proper season. A 
few of course are fortunate enough to have cold prod- 
ucts which can also be used for headaches and also for 
constipation. These carry on a merchandising cam- 
paign in the off season to push their products for these 


latter purposes. Aspirin is a case in point. In summer 
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Ewing Galloway 


it is touted as a headache remedy. In winter as a cold 


preventive. 

There are so many different kinds of cold preparations 
for internal and external use that it would require a 
volume simply to describe them all. One of the most 
popular is the rub for external use. These consist of 
camphor, menthol, turpentine, thymol, eucalyptus, 
methyl salicylate etc. in a petrolatum or cream vehicle 
such as the following suggested formulas which are 
recommended for laboratory trial. 


Petrolatum Rub 


Short fibre, white petrolatum soft consistency 90.0°% 
Camphor 2 
Menthol 2 
Eucalyptus 3 
Turpentine 2 
Mustard oil l 
100.07 


Procedure: Mix camphor and menthol until liquefied, 
add mustard oil and eucalyptus. Melt the petrolatum 
until it liquefies. Add camphor-menthol mixture and 
finally stir in the turpentine. 


Lard Rub 


Spermaceti 15.0% 
Senzoinated lard Ta.” 
Turpentine 4 
Camphor 2 
Menthol 3 
Methyl Salicylate 3

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Procedure: Melt the spermaceti and the lard, add 
the turpentine. Liquefy the camphor and menthol,

Absorption of Methyl Salicylate 


Although methyl salicylate has been widely used for many 
years by external application in certain forms of arthritis, accur- 
ate information as to the quantities that may be absorbed by the 
human skin have hitherto been lacking. A study of the subject 
has been undertaken, using the ester in pure form, in aqueous 
suspension, in solution in certain oils and in alcohol, and in oint- 
ment bases. The surfaces of both hands served as the area of 
application (except for the ointments, where the knee or forearm 
was used), the duration being one hour, and the temperature of 
immersion baths 43° to 44°C, The quantity absorbed was 
measured by the excretion of salicylic acid in the urine expressed 
in milligrams of sodium salicylate. 

The maximum absorption resulted from immersion in an 
aqueous suspension of 11.8 per cent. vv of the ester; the next in 
order, from immersion in a 50 per cent solution in ethyl alcohol; 
and the minimum from immersion in the pure ester. The three 
respective average quantities were 694, 488, and 95 mgm. The 
use of oily vehicles—olive oil, lard, lanolin, liquid paraffin, and 
cottonseed oil—in the form of 50 per cent solutions, increased the 
absorption, but to a less extent than ethyl alcohol, the average 
increase over the pure ester being 35 per cent with olive and lard 
oils, 65 per cent with liquid paraffin, and 118 per cent with lanolin. 
Massage materially increased the absorption with the pure ester, 
and temperature also proved an important factor in increasing 
absorption both with the aqueous solutions and the oily solutions. 
Finally, the effect of the vehicle on absorption was studied with 
ointments of anhydrous lanolin, benzoinated lard, and_ soft 
paraffin containing 20 per cent of the ester applied to a sealed 
cutaneous area for twenty-four hours The type of vehicle was 
found to have no differential effect on the absorption, and the 
combined average penetration with all three ointments was 355 
milligrams.—E. W. Brown and W. O Scott (J. Pharm Exp. 
Ther., 1934 1, 32).

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NOURISHING 
CREAM 


Will a tissue cream cleanse? Has 
cod liver oil a place in tissue cream? 


Interest in this product continues to engross the at- 
tention of manufacturers. At this time controversy has 
shifted somewhat from the question of absorption to 
that of cleansing. The question now before the trade is: 
Can a “tissue” cream also cleanse the skin? Those who 
favor the traditional point of view insist that a tissue 
cream is designed to lubricate the skin and that it will 
not cleanse the skin thoroughly. The radicals insist 
that the old views about tissue cream are pure bunk and 
that a soft tissue cream will cleanse the skin as well as 
nourish it, in short, that a good tissue cream can be sold 
as a all-purpose cream. The moderates take the posi- 
tion that any cream will cleanse the skin to a certain 
extent provided it is greasy enough. They insist, how- 
ever, that while a tissue cream may be used for a dual 
purpose, it cannot serve both of these purposes at the 
same time. In other words it cannot lubricate the skin 
sufficiently in the short interval of cleansing, that to 
lubricate adequately, the cream must be left on the skin 
over night. Those who favor the middle course believe 
that application of a soft tissue cream followed by rub- 
bing into the skin and removal with soft tissues or 
cloth will effect a thorough cleansing job. And that 
this treatment should be followed by another applica- 
tion, well massaged into the skin and allowed to remain 
on overnight. 

Many manufacturers believe that nowadays it is 
easier to merchandise one cream for two purposes than 
it is to sell two special creams. Favoring this attitude 
is the definite swing toward soft, more or less greasy 
tissue creams. The success of these products, whether 
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scientifically sound or not, seems to indicate that if you 
sell a woman a cream which is soft and oily like the 
average cleansing cream, she will readily believe that 
it will cleanse, and on the other hand if that cream 
happens to have a creamy, yellowish look reminiscent of 
lanolin, she will as readily believe that it will also 
“nourish the tissues.” Evidently the question is one 
which will be answered ultimately by merchandising 
and not scientific considerations. 

Assuming that we string along with the trend and 
produce a soft tissue cream intended to serve as a cleans- 
ing cream and also as a tissue cream, our first thought 
should be devoted to the directions. The directions for 
cleansing are simple and should be set apart from the 
directions for tissue building. No matter whether tissue 
creams cleanse the skin or not, the fact is that the more 
attention devoted to massaging the face with the cream, 
the better will results be. 

Treating the skin to overcome or prevent dryness and 
minor wrinkles and fissures involves two factors: stim- 
ulation of circulation and strengthening the facial 
muscles. Careful massage and the use of mild heat 
accomplishes both purposes. Hence, the directions for 
a dual purpose cream should emphasize that after the 
skin has been cleansed and the surplus cream removed, 
a hot towel should be applied to the face, after which 
the second application of cream should be massaged in 
vigorously, the residue being allowed to remain on over 
night. 

In addition to lanolin and bland vegetable oils which 
have always been used in tissue creams, the last year 





has witnessed the extended use of soft bases or absorp- 
tion bases derived or made from lanolin or its deriva- 
tives, plus cetyl alcohol, cholesterin, and similar 
products. 

Now we wish to introduce another material which we 
believe has exceptional merit and which has been shown 
to be useful in promoting epithelial growth, namely, 
cod liver oil. In introducing this material we can 
readily appreciate the eye-brow lifting that will go on 
among perfumers. We sympathize with the difficulties 
they may encounter in devising perfumes which will 
adequately cover the characteristic fishy odor of the oil. 
But we are not primarily concerned with odor so much 
as we are with results, and it was with a view to dis- 
covering whether cod liver oil might be used in a tissue 
cream that our laboratory work was undertaken. 

Lohr states that streptocci, staphylococci and b.coli 
perish when introduced into fresh cod liver oil and also 
that it powerfully stimulates the growth of all tissues 
including the epithelium.

While a large number of the outstanding develop- 
ments in therapeutics in recent years have been in the 
nature of organic chemicals largely derived from coal 
tar, attacks upon each one which rises to prominence 
come with surprising regularity.

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Acetanilid manufacturers are likewise benefiting 
through larger consumption of the product. 

But acetanilid is not the only product which has been 
attacked, and recently the number of products which 
are being considered harmful is increasing rapidly. 
Within the past few years Cincophen has been attacked 
by the medical profession because it is claimed that it 
causes atropy of the liver. Naturally this attack 
stopped the general and spreading use of this product 
as an analgesic, although its use in a limited way will 
continue for a long time. Cincophen has a place in 
therapy and physicians will continue to employ it for 
this use. 

Phenolphthalein has been under attack for many 
years as not being rapidly eliminated and causing puss 
in the kidneys. This later thought was given out at one 
time by the late Dr. Wiley. Other physicians have ex- 
pressed the thought that phenolphthalein irritates the 
colon and leads to colitis. However, phenolphthalein is 
still very widely used and will probably continue to be 
widely used until a more satisfactory laxative appears. 

Amidopyrine has recently been under attack, and 
more recently we hear of the barbiturates causing 
leukopenia—that disease which results in a decrease in 
the number of white corpuscles in the blood. 

An unfortunate phase of the situation is that while 
one physician might arrive at a conclusion which might 
later be successfully refuted, competitive drug manu- 
facturers are apt to spread these reports quite exten- 
sively as a means of promoting the sale of their own 
ethical specialties. Likewise it is possible that foreign 
drug manufacturers might spread reports about many 
of these products when they have a newer product to 
introduce. 

It is indeed unfortunate that many of these reports 
are published widely and are generally accepted as 
truth while much of the later work which limits or dis- 
proves the objections is not so widely published or read. 
If everyone of these new organic chemicals are to be 
“placed on the spot’”’ just when they are recognized as 
being most efficacious for the uses for which they are 
suggested, drug manufacturers will either have to keep 
their organic research chemists two jumps ahead on 
new compounds or go back to botanical drugs until 
someone shoots them full of holes.

use in cosmetic manufacture where a pure white color 
is essential. This latter wax is used for various indus- 
trial purposes. 

For the most part wild bees are the source of the wax 
produced in the above mentioned countries, where 
crude methods are used by the natives who set up traps 
in the hope that the bees will swarm. Their methods, 
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while unscientific, are not costly and do enable them to 
supply the market with a suitable bleaching wax. 

Whereas the United States produces some 4,000,000 
to 6,000,000 pounds of beeswax annually, the industry 
is highly organized for the production of honey so that 
most of the wax is used in making new combs and does 
not go into cosmetic production. The labor required to 
render wax from combs is poorly compensated by the 
usual selling price of beeswax. Production as a specialty 
is therefore not considered especially profitable in this 
country. 

When old honey combs have been in use many years 
and are broken or otherwise unfit for further use, they 
are melted up and the wax pressed out. These old 
combs which have been in continuous use for a number 
of years become very dark in color, chiefly because they 
are continually “‘varnished” over with “propolis,” a 
resinous gum which the bees gather from certain pitchy 
buds like Balm of Gilead. While this wax is eventually 
sold in the industrial market, it has become too dark to 
be suitable for bleaching to the whiteness and perfec- 
tion necessary for use in cosmetics and other high grade 
products and is used almost entirely in heavier indus- 
tries. 

There has, for a long time, been a supposition that the 
flowers the bees feed upon has an effect on the color of 
the wax. This has never definitely been proven as not 
enough research work has been done on beeswax to 
speak with any degree of definiteness on this point. 
However, the crude wax from the tobacco producing 
sections of Cuba is very dark and not suitable for 
bleaching as it contains material which will not turn 
white on exposure to the sun and air. There is, on the 
other hand, none of this dark coloration in the wax that 
comes from sugar producing countries. It is reported 
that the Bee Culture Laboratory of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, Davis, California, has re- 
cently inaugurated investigations covering this point 
but as yet no reports have been forthcoming as to their 
findings. 

Beeswax is the wax of which honey-bees make the 
cells of their comb, excreted in the form of small scales 
from the abdominal rings. Beeswax is prepared or 
rendered by draining away the honey and melting the 
comb in hot water, the melted wax being afterwards 
strained to remove impurities and finally remelted 
before pouring into molds to harden. 

It has been carefully estimated that the average fly- 
ing distance for a bee load of honey is a mile and a half. 
To gather enough honey to total a pound, the bees 
would therefore have to make 80,000 trips or fly a dis- 
tance equal to more than four times around the globe. 
Since the bees have to eat at least 10 pounds of honey 
to produce one pound of wax, then one pound of bees- 
wax represents combined travel on the part of the bee 
equal to forty times around the Earth. It has been 
produced through sacrifice on the part of tireless virgin 
female bees.

Printing On Glass 


Up to now, two examples of lithography applied to 
glass as decoration have come to our attention. These 
were the Burroughs Brothers ointment jar which we 
showed in May 1932, and Hercules Powder Co.'s 
“Herco” bottle, which we showed in December 1933. 

Now comes the American Anigraphic Corporation 
with a process which it believes to be the last word on 
this subject combining as it does permanency of decora- 
tion, speed of production and reasonable price. A few 
examples of what has been done are shown on this page 
and if you want to see others and get a look at the 
machine in action, you have but to pay a visit to the 
company’s laboratory in New York, where they will 
be very glad to stage a demonstration for you. 

Although glass presents one of the finest printing 
surfaces obtainable anywhere, the difficulty has always 
been, according to these people, to get an ink that 
would hold this surface. A secondary difficulty has 
been a few mechanical features of application. Their

are used. The new process will combine up to four 
colors in this manner. 

This new development in decoration is, naturally, 
of intense interest to drug and cosmetic manufac- 
turers. The sponsors claim it will now be possible to 
make a beautiful decoration or a trade-mark or signa- 
ture, an integral part of the glass or molded package. 
Since the plates or engravings can be made in a few 
days, and since a machine will “anigraph” not less than 
60 bottles per minute, sufficiently rapid production 
seems to be assured. Furthermore, it is claimed that 
the entire decoration will be reasonable in cost compar- 
ing favorably with ordinary paper labels and, of course, 
be resistant to water and the ordinary solvents. 

The company’s idea is to install its machines in the 
various glass plants so that the bottles and jars may be 
decorated as soon as they are made, but in the mean- 
time, we'd advise you to stop in and see it work. The 
process is as simple as the effects obtained by it are 


striking and it’s well worth a visit.

SUGGESTIONS for NEW PACKAGES

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LIQUID POWDER 


\ very simple stock glass jar with a molded or metal 
screw cap has been used for a package that contains 
one of the very fancy items of modern beauty aid. 
Liquid powders are extremely practical: they help 
prevent, once and for all, that mirror-like complexion 
and none of that almost always slightly embarrassing, 
repeated make-up is needed, to keep our face smooth 
and lovely, matte and lustrous. And above all, its use 
on neck, back and shoulders before emerging resplen- 
dent in evening gown, is practically a necessity. In 
other words, liquid powders have a magic mission all 
of their own; they may not make us beautiful, if we 
aren't, but they help to keep us as attractive as we 
may be. 

There is, of course, always the problem of how to 
get it on without spilling it all over the place and with- 
out having to use the ten fingers of our hands to put 
it where it belongs. For this reason we have devised 
a sponge-like pad which is fitted into the inner side 
of the top. On unscrewing the cap, we find an appli- 
cator all prepared which will both rub on and even 
out the preparation. The label, a band of circles in 
the center of the jar, may contain whatever information 
necessary to promote the use of this evening toilet 
requisite.

But, in- 
stead of being closed by just one cap, we have designed 
a double shell closure; in turning the first shell, we 
will find, right then and there, small pads of tissue 
paper that will both rub the cream in and remove it 
from the hands as well as take all surplus from the 
face; the second shell covers the cream itself. These 
soft pads will help to massage all those places on our 
face where, as, for instance under the eyes, Time likes 
to remind us playfully, that we too are mortal. A neat 
and complete package of this sort will eliminate all 
sorts of bothersome procedures, as the “looking for 
something to rub it off” and the getting greasy of our 
best towel. The very simple label on the upper shell 
serves both for information and as a separation sign 


for the two caps. 


COLD PREVENTIVE PILLS 


There is nothing very new and extraordinary in the 
use of a vial for pills. In fact, it is so old fashioned a 
method that we were slightly scared to use it lest we 
be decried as belonging to some reactionary party 
among the packagers. However, there is really nothing 
more handy, nothing more practical and therefore, 
nothing more attractive than a plain round glittery 
glass tube, closed by a secure metal cap. Moreover, 
since cold preventive pills are supposed to be taken 
before and after meals, anybody who feels an ap- 
proaching sneeze, will want to carry one of these tubes 
around with him and any man’s pocket and any 
woman's pocket book will have that much room. So 
all we did, is to suggest a new kind of label which will 
not cover the entire tube, but form just a narrow band, 
so as to allow for visibility of the number of remaining 


pills.

Variable Speed 
In order to make it easier to synchronize 
the speed of different machines operating 


together, and also to provide a means of 


controlling speed under different operating 
conditions, most manufacturers of auto- 
matic and even of semi-automatic equip- 
ment are utilizing variable speed drives of 
one kind or another. Variable speed drives 
are also becoming more generally used in 
manufacturing as well as in packaging 
operations. A variable speed drive on a 
mixer enables you to control the operation 
better, especially in mixing dry materials 
into liquid vehicles. A variable speed 
drive on a pulverizer enables you to grind 
leaves and other friable drugs as well as 
roots or wood. In emulsification opera- 
tions where the emulsion thickens as it 
becomes homogenous, a variable speed 
drive enables you to cut the speed of the 
mixer so as to relieve the motor of exces- 


sive strain. In_ effect, variable speed 
drives constitute a controllable gear reduc- 
tion. They give you controlled speed 


without resorting to gear reduction devices 
or complicated shaft and pulley set-ups. 
Up to the present time most of the variable 
speed drives have been made in separate 
units. Now the U.S. Electrical Mfg. Co. 
1500 S. Western ave., Chicago, has intro- 
duced a_ self-contained, variable speed 
motor, the speed of which can be regulated 
by simply turning a hand wheel. [t will 
give you any speed between 25 rpm and 
10,000 rpm. It is claimed that speed, 
accuracy can be obtained within one 
rpm and speeds can be changed without 
stopping the unit. It is equipped with a 
flexible differential mechanism — which 
makes this possible by absorbing sudden 
load shocks. The unit is in a one piece 
casi-housing and eliminates all accessory 
belts, gears driving chains and other 


devices. 
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Variable Speed Application No. 1 
Over at Bristol Myers plant, J. M. 
Knauds, engineer in charge of equipment 
has made an interesting application of a 
variable speed device in connection with 
controlling the pressure head in tooth 
paste feeding. It is a very ingenious de- 
vice (when he showed it to the writer, Bill 
Bristol jokingly referred to it as ‘our 
Rube Goldberg gadget”) and it provides 
a constant pressure of 40 pounds on the 
feed lines regardless of how many filling 


machines are operating. When you see a 





great number of tooth paste fillers operat- 
ing at extremely high speeds, the impor- 
tance of maintaining a uniform pressure on 
each one can readily be appreciated, 
especially when the machines are supplied 
from a central source. Without Mr. 
Knauds’ control device, the supply pres- 
sure on the machines would vary every 
time a machine was stopped and it would 
have to be adjusted every time it became 


necessary to operate at less than maximum 
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capacity. Obviously a pressure control 
device assures filling accuracy. The unit 
consists of a variable speed transmission, 
a pressure-control regulator and a motor 
driven pump. When pressure in the sup- 
ply line changes due to stopping some 
machines on the floor below, the change in 
pressure is reflected through the pressure 
regulator, which controls the variable 
speed drive, which in turn controls the 
pump speed. When more fillers are cut in 
on the supply lines and the pressure con- 
sequently falls, the control device in- 
creases the speed of the pump. By means 
of this device the speed of the supply 
pump may be adjusted within the range: 


9—71 rpm. 


Ingenious Devices 

Speaking of smart gadgets, the bonnet 
must again be doffed to Bristol-Myers and 
Arthur Colton Co. for the photo-electric 
control devices used on the machines filling 
[pana tooth paste. These machines fill at 
a speed of 140 tubes per mintue or there- 
abouts. At such high speed, it is manifest 
that it would be virtually impossible for 
girls to feed the tubes and square them up 
so that the closed end would be exactly 
parallel to the design panel on front of the 
tubes. So the machines feed themselves 
and the tubes are squared up in the sock- 
ets by means of photo-electric relays. 
These relays respond to differences in the 
intensity of reflected light falling upon 
photo electric cells. To make this pos- 
sible a black line bisects the undecorated, 
open end of the tubes. When the tubes 
are placed in the sockets they are not 
squared up, that is the panels may face 
the rear or either end of the machines. 
These tubes are carried past the photo 
electric relays to the filling stations. When 
they pass the relays, light falls upon the 
undecorated band around the open end of

The reflection of this light to 
the photo-electric cell is stepped up so that 
it will actuate a mechanism which spins 
the tubes around in the sockets. When 
the black line on the tube comes to the 
front, the intensity of the reflected light is 
changed and the’ turning mechanism 
stops. It is amazing to observe the ac- 
curacy of this gadget. Some of the tubes 
must be given a quarter turn. others re- 
quire almost a full turn, still others require 
only to be moved a fraction of an inch. 


U. S. Blower-Filler 

U. S. Bottlers Machinery Co. has re- 
cently developed a new machine for hand- 
ling the vacuum cleaning and filling in one 
unit, producing thoroughly cleaned bottles 
at the instant of filling, with an unusual 
efliciency and great where 
vacuum cleaning is desired. This unit 


economy 


saves on both installation and operation 
costs, as but one machine and one operator 
is required to handle both the cleaning and 
filling operations. It increases production 
as there is no handling of bottles between 
these cleaning and filling operations. 

The new U. S. Vacuum Cleaning and 
Filling machine is equipped with a micro- 
matic adjustment wheel for regulating the 
speed of operation and capacity of the 
machine, by means of a registering scale. 
The use of this type of control eliminates 
the difficulty in synchronizing with other 
automatic equipment in the plant. This 
exclusive adjustment permits the setting 
of the machine in a few seconds to any 
speed desired. 

This vacuum cleaning attachment may 
be had on the semi-automatic vacuum 
filling machines as well. Where these two 
operations of vacuum cleaning and filling 
of bottles has been done heretofore on all 
semi-automatic equipment, it has been 
necessary to employ two separate ma- 
chines, requiring two operators. But an 
exclusive feature of this new U.S. machine 
is that they are combined in one unit, 
occupying but half of the floor space re- 
quired by the two machines, and needing 
but one operator, as the bottles pass 
automatically from the cleaning tubes to 
the filling tubes on the same machine, re- 
quiring but one head for both operations. 

The great economy and savings thereby 
can be readily appreciated where vacuum 
cleaning of bottles is desired at the instant 
of filling. It will also be seen that produc- 
tion can be speeded up thereby.

The latest of 
these is an honest-to-gawd yard locomo- 
tive which gets its steam from the factory 
boiler in much the same way that you 
load your car with gas. One charge of 
steam lasts from two to ten hours depend- 
ing upon how much the engine is used.

Australian Practice 

The department is very grateful to H. A. 
Rogers of Adelaide, South Australia for an 
interesting letter on production practices 
which he has found to be efficient. This 
type of letter is very useful and it is to be 
hoped that more will follow: 

**When using boracic acid in my shaving 
cream | use the powdered form and beat 
it up with my high speed mixer and find 
this quicker and more satisfactory than 
using crystals and heating it. [ also use 
the high speed mixer for making the shavy- 
ing cream with. But | use one push down 
blade only. I put it right at the end of the 
shaft and let it “whack” the cream against 
the bottom of the drum. I find one hour 
of saponification better than one half hour. 
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When making liquid coconut oil sham- 
poo I also use the high speed mixer with 
one push down blade. To keep the base 
liquid throughout saponification [ use one 
part of coconut oil plus one and one quar- 
ter parts of water, plus the alkali. This 
gives saponification in one hour and sedi- 
ment is practically nil. 

Also I make a phenyl disinfectant with 
sulfonated castor oil and potash neutral, 
containing 66 2 3°; of middle oils and it 
mixes clear with water. It also makes an 
excellent Lysol type disinfectant by adding 


50° eresylic acid.” 


Air Cleaning 

“Clean your bottles by air as you fill 
them” seems to be the general rule now- 
adays judging by the number of manufac- 
turers who are doing it. Now we want to 
see somebody bring out a hand filler with 
a double set of nozzles: one for cleaning 
the bottles, the other for filling them. 


Dust Control 

The elimination of processing dust, 
apart from considerations of cleanliness, is 
imperative when the dust is noxious or 
unhealthy or when it interferes with the 
manufacture or packaging of other prod- 
ucts. Dust can be eliminated in two ways: 
positively and negatively. By positively 
it is meant through the use of dust proof 
equipment. proper layout of production 
equipment and careful handling. This 
eliminates dust at the source. By nega- 
tively is meant the control or collection of 
dust after it has been made. The first is 
usually the best method and also the 
cheapest because it does not require any 
auxiliary, or non-productive equipment. 
However, owing to the fact that installed 
equipment may be too expensive to re- 
place, it may be necessary to eminate dust 
by negative means, ¢. e. by collecting it at 
one point after it has been made. There 
are a number of interesting dust collection 
systems on the market for this purpose. 
The simplest types utilize fans and filters. 
The fans and filters are either mounted in 
frames or directly in windows. These 
units are placed as near as possible to the 
source of the greatest amount of dust. 
They must have capacity enough to ex- 
haust the entire volume of air within a 
given area at a speed which prevents the 
leakage of dust-laden air from that area. 
These units are not practical in cases where 
the dust must be drawn away from the 
worker before he can breathe it. When 
the worker must be protected a different 
set up is required. High velocity intake 
fans are located at the points where the 
dust is created—for instance, at the open- 
ing of a chute or mixer where sacks are 
dumped. These fans are connected up by 
means of air-tight ducts with a central air 


filter or dust collector. The dust laden

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air is sucked away from the worker, blown 
into the dust collector, which filters out 
the dust and releases cleaned air back into 
the room. In order to do this properly it 
is often necessary to confine the dust to as 
small an area as possible by means of 
hoods, as for instance, where it is desired 
to remove the dust in loading mixers. In 
this case a hood is built around the mixer 
and the fan located on top of it. In bag- 
ging operations small fans are located at 
the bagging spouts. One very good 
method utilizes a turbine fan which pre- 
cipitates the dust and releases the air with- 
out resorting to the use of filters. These 
turbines suck the air in at one point, and 
throw the dust out at another point into a 
bag or collector while the cleaned air is 


released at a third point.

Floor Patcher 


Maintenance men have long sought a 
cold mastic compound to repair broken 
out places in industrial floors that would 
successfully withstand heavy loads on 
steel wheels. 

In a material known as Amolastic, re- 
cently put on the market by the Floor 
Treatment Division of American Oil & 
Disinfectant Co., 129 East 26th st.. New 
York, a way has been found to break the 
asphalt up into billions of particles instead 
of millions as heretofore, with a resultant 
finer emulsion that makes it possible to 
mix larger quantities of cement, sand and 
gravel or trap rock, that, when applied, 
gives a wearing surface hard enough to 
stand heavy loads on steel wheels. 

The amount of aggregate mixed with 
Amolastic determines the hardness to 
which it will set up. For foot traffic, the 
floor may be made as soft as rubber. By 
merely increasing the quantity of cement, 


sand and gravel or trap rock, a hard, dur- 
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able, wearing surface is produced for re- 
pairing and resurfacing trucking aisles, 
loading aprons in front of machines, plat- 
forms, boiler room floors, or wherever a 
smooth, skid-proof and durable surface is 
desired.

NEW AND USEFUL 


Often the department receives informa- 
tion which impresses us with the ingenuity 
of European machinery manufacturers 
who seem to beat us all hollow when it 
comes to creating gadgets and useful small 
machines. We probably have them licked 
on large units but if you want a handy 
little machine you're likely to find it much 
quicker in Europe than you will here. The 
department has just received a catalogue 
from a firm in Vienna which specializes in 
drug and cosmetic equipment. Among the 
numerous units which impressed us were 
the following: 


MIXER SIFTER 

This consists of a revolving drum 
mounted on a sheet metal receiving box 
fitted with a drawer. Inside the drum a 
spiral agitator fitted with brushes is 
mounted. The drum has a large hinged 
door (about one quarter of the surface 
area) which is used for loading and dis- 
charge. Inside of the door there are lugs 
for mounting a movable wire screen. The 
drum does not revolve but it can be turned 
over manually for discharging. To operate 
the thing you open the door and load it. 
Starting the motor (or turning the crank 
of the hand models) mixes the powder as 
it would in an ordinary powder mixer. 
But here’s the difference: When the batch 
is mixed, the door is opened and the screen 
bolted in place over the opening. The 
drum is then turned over so that the screen 
is on the bottom and then the agitator is 
started again. This brushes the batch 
through the screen and prevents clogging. 
Thus a transfer operation is saved and the 


operation made considerably less dusty. 


LABORATORY HOMOGENIZER 


Another item is a small, hand-operated 
laboratory homogenizer operated — by 
means of a hand lever. Liquid is put into 
a hopper and pumpted through a very fine 
aperature by means of the hand lever. 
The stream thus created is forced against 
a baffle resulting in a vortex which pro- 
vides fine dispersion. 


WATER COOLED MOLDS 

Still another item is a water jacketed 
mold for lipsticks and suppositories. This 
has connections so that a tube can be 
fastened to a water faucet and also outlet 
tubes for draining. You fill the mold and 
turn on the water, thus insuring quick 
chilling without handling the mold.

ROSS PULVERIZER 

For milling face powder or grinding 
crude drugs and chemicals Charles Ross 
and Son, 83 Emerson Place, Brooklyn, 
N. Y. have improved their cage type con- 
tinuous pulverizer. The improved unit is 
mounted on a dust-proof bin which is 
provided with air releases so that air 
drawn in by the mill can be released to 
atmosphere without dust. The milled 
product drops into the bin from which it 
can be conveyed, shoveled or trucked out. 
The bin has large double doors in front 
so that trucks or portable hoppers can be 


put right into the bin to receive the charge. 


Revolving Tables 

New Hy-Speed revolving accumulating 
tables are being offered by the Alsop En- 
gineering Corp. 

The tables, which come in portable and 
stationary models, have been designed to 
simplify handling and transportation of 


bottles, cans and other containers through- 
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out the plant. They are of particular 
value in the bottling room where they 
speed up the feeding of empty bottles to 
the filling machines and the removal of the 
filled bottles. 

As shown in the photograph, the port- 
able model is mounted on ball bearing 





rubber tired wheels for easy transporta- 
tion from place to place. The stationary 
table has a heavy cone base. 

The one piece, solid aluminum top is set 
in bearings and revolves with the touch of 
a finger. By a simple adjustment the 
tables can be raised or lowered to any de- 


sired height. 


Day Cream Soaps 


Many soaps which, according to adver- 
tisements, contain special skin creams are 
day cream soaps. These form a noticeable 
proportion of toilet soaps, yet are hardly 
mentioned in the literature. 

Such soaps contain day-cream in addi- 
tion to the soap. It would at first seem 
that it is only necessary to knead 5 to 10% 
of the day-cream into the soap and this is 
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sometimes done. Better results are ob- 
tained, however. when the cream ingre- 
dients, without water, are added to the 
soap mixture. Although creams ordinarily 
contain 70 to 85°; water, this water may 
be omitted when a rich cream soap is 
desired. 

In general, the cream to be added to the 
soap consists of 3°, potassium stearate. 
7 free stearin, 15° glycerine, 75°; 
water. When 10°, of this cream is added 
to soap, the effective content in the 
finished soap is only 0.3°¢ potassium 
stearate, 0.7°) stearin, 1.5 ¢ glycerine: on 
the other hand, the ingredients may be 
worked into the soap itself. Thus, warm 
together | kg. potassium stearate (con- 
taining 10°, water) and 4 kg. glycerine, 
add 2.5 kg. stearin and stir until the mass 
is homogeneous. While warm, mix the 
cream with 92 kg. soap chips and perfume 
and work into suitable form. The yield is 
about 100 kg. of a cream soap containing 
an effective proportion of active ingredi- 
ents. 

Stearate creams may also contain small, 
quantities of other fats such as lanolin, 
vaseline, paraffin oil, spermaceti, beeswax, 
etc. Rancidity in these mixtures must be 
guarded against and 0.2; sodium thio- 
sulfate, assisted by 0.3°¢ p-hydroxyben- 
zoic esters will keep the mixture stable. 

Free stearin in soap is generally avoided, 
mainly because it frequently contains 
oleic acid, which may be easily decom- 
posed. However, first class saponification 
stearin has an iodine number of nearly 
zero and contains practically no unsatu- 
rated acids: it contains stearic acid alone 
or with a small proportion of palmitic acid. 

The combinations containing powder 
creams, consisting of stearate creams and 
powder compounds such as colloid-kaolin, 
magnesium carbonate and stearate, zinc 
oxide, zinc stearate, titanium dioxide, 
silicic acid, talcum, etc.. are not at all 
difficult to make, since the powder is 
barely 10° of the total cream.

The Aliphatic Aldehydes 

The aliphatic aldehydes have been one 
of the means by which the perfumer has 
been able to create new and different odors 
which have been pleasing to the general 
public. Notably, such a perfume as 
Chanel No. 5 illustrates very well the 
pleasing results which can be obtained by 
the use of aliphatic aldehydes in a proper 
way. The true aldehydes range from alde- 
hyde Cg to Cj2; also included in this class 
is methyl nonyl acetic aldehyde synthe- 
tically prepared from rue oil, which also 
finds a place in the perfume industry. 
Very few synthetic perfumes are made 
which do not contain one or more of these 
aldehydes and it is through their use that 
such results are obtained as the top flowery 
note in lilac or lily or the heavy, sweet 
characteristic of the gardenia perfume. 

The aldehydes from Cg to Cy2 are of 
most importance to the perfumer. Alde- 
hyde Cg has a varied use but is principally 
employed in the rose and iris type of scents 
but is not applicable to the more delicate 
perfume notes which the average per- 
fumer desires. Aldehyde Cog is excellent in 
rose and finds its chief use in the white rose 
type of perfume odor. It is stable in 
creams, powders and perfumes but should 
not be recommended for soaps of a high 
alkalinity. Aldehyde Cio is one of the 
most important aldehydes in the aliphatic 
series producing a delicate note descriptive 
of orange oil. It is an excellent fortifier 
for an oil of orange terpeneless where it is 
necessary to have the oil predominate in 
the product and it is also excellent in 
neroli and orange blossom types of per- 
fumes. Aldehyde C1; is more delicate then 
aldehyde Cs and can be used to better 
advantage in rose types of odors. It is 
excellent in Chanel-type perfumes and is 
a fine blending ingredient for any fancy 
bouquet which requires a high top flowery 
note. Although nonyl aldehyde is claimed 
to be present up to 1% in most oils, still 
aldehyde C;; seems to impart the value so 
necessary in producing the door obtained 
from our American roses. Hence it is 
believed that the perfumer will find better 
value in the use of C,; for this purpose. 
It is also useful in chypre types also in 
gardenia and slightly in muguet. 

Aldehyde Cj2, laurinic, is excellent in 
lily of the valley types of perfume and can 
also be used in lilac in small quantities. 
As pure laurone it should be solid and 
rather hard to dissolve but often times a 
slight impurity in the bottle will alter this 
characteristic and the material will beeome 
liquid. It is very flowery in character, the 
one objection being that the fatty charac- 
teristic of its odor is diffcult to overcome 
even when blending with other materials. 
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Methyl nonyl acetic aldehyde is pro- 
duced from oil of rue and finds its value in 
mainly from it 
It also finds 
a use in eau de cologne due to its lemony 
fragrance and a small amount added to the 
finished product will assist in making the 
eau de cologne persist on the handkerchief. 
Aldehyde C;4 so called, chemically gamma 
undelactone, is a valuable product to the 
manufacturer of artificial peach flavors 
but also a useful one to the perfumer. It 
is excellent in heliotrope and imparts that 
delicate softness to the other ingredients 
used in heliotrope perfume making them 
characteristic of the flower. It is also val- 
uable in small quantities in jasmine arti- 
ficial and lately it has also found a place in 
the new and popular gardenia odors. It is 
more staple than the aliphatic aldehydes 
and does not discolor perfumes, tales,

It is the lactone of oxynonylic acid and 
oftener is called cocoanut aldehyde. Mixed 
with a small amount of color, alcohol and 
water it produces a delicate cocoanut 
flavor and is considered to be the basis of 
most of the artificial cocoanut flavors on 
this market.

It must be borne in mind that in the use 
of these aldehydes and lactones that great 
rare Should be exercised in not over- 
balancing the perfume mixture of these 
products since they are of such intense 
strength. It is therefore recommended 
that they be worked only in 10% solutions 
and then used only with the greatest of 
care. The characteristics which these al- 
dehydes will produce can only be deter- 
mined by their addition to the perfume 
composition and then permitting the mix- 
ture to stand for several days before deter- 
mining the results which have been ob- 
tained. If judged directly after the per- 
fume is made, the tendency will be for the 
aldehyde to predominate and usually the 
mixture is then discarded as unsatisfac- 
tory, but it has been noticed that on stand- 
ing these products blend with the other 
materials in the formula to form a more 
homogenous product and to produce a 
much different characteristic than when 
first added. 
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Of new interest to the perfumer are the 
esters of these aldehydes and although 
they have not been used to any great 
extent they appear to be of some interest 
in producing new and distinctive charac- 
teristics in perfumes. Since every per- 
fumer is looking for something new the 
writer would recommend the examination 
of nonyl acetate, octyl acetate, and decyl 
acetate, all of which are variations from 
the true aldehyde from which they are 
made, but producing unusual characteris- 
tics in the finished product if used with 
care. 


Terpineol and Its Esters 

On account of its cheapness, its pleasant 
Lilac-like odor, which blends well with 
nearly all synthetic aromatics and its re- 
markable stability to the action of alkalis, 
terpineol as a raw material occupies a very 
important place in the perfume industry. 
This rank is all the more of interest in 
view of the wide popularity of all types of 
lilac perfumes. 

Terpineol is generally prepared from 
oil of turpentine. This, for example, may 
first be converted into terpin hydrate by 
the action of dilute nitric acid and alco- 
hol, a substance which on dehydration 
easily gives terpineol. It may be also 
obtained directly from turpentine by the 
action of sulfuric acid in acetic acid or 
alcoholic solution. In each case the prod- 
uct obtained is a mixture of three or 
possibly four isomeric substances, namely, 
alpha and beta-terpineol, perhaps also 
gamma-terpineol and the closely related 
terpinen-l-ol. 


Fixative Otto 

A product of considerable interest to 
those experimenting with fixatives is 
Fixative Otto, manufactured by Com- 
pagnie Parento. A 25% solution of Fixa- 
tive Otto in alcohol is first made and then 
one to three drams of this tincture is 
added to your other perfume oils which 
are to be used in one gallon of finished per- 
fume, toilet water, tonic, lotion, etc. 

For powders and creams, it has been 
found that one ounce of the pure Fixative 
Otto (that is, not diluted or made in tinc- 
ture with alcohol) added to your other 
perfume oils which are to be used in your 
powder or cream will produce the desired 
results. It is suggested that the ‘““Test of 
Comparison” be made by comparing a 
toilet preparation containing Fixative 
Otto Parento and the same preparation

BABY CREAM 


It is our desire to manufacture and sell an emulsified baby cream. 
Do you think the cream should be acid or alkaline? Stockholm, 
Sweden. 

We presume our subscriber has in mind an antiseptic cream 
for use on the baby’s beam end. Inasmuch as baby cosmetics 
are new relatively little is known about them. Hence, we would 
like to answer your questions with the proviso that our answers 
are based on common sense and not upon research. In the first 
place the cream can’t be alkaline and also antiseptic. In a pre- 
vious issue we pointed out that the majority of antiseptic sub- 
stances are acid in character and that the only antiseptics we 
knew of which would stand up in an alkaline cream were the 
mercurials which obviously are out insofar as a baby cream in- 
tended for constant use is concerned. Thus it would seem that 
the cream should be faintly acid. If the cream is acid will it 
neutralize or minimize the effects of acid rash, prickly heat or 
hyperimia due to urine or sweat secretions? In view of the fact 
that urine decomposes as it gets older and gives an alkaline re- 
action it is possible that an acid cream would be excellent espe- 
cially for mothers who are too lazy to change the baby’s diapers 
often enough. Again in view of the fact that antiseptic sub- 
stances sometimes deteriorate in emulsions under certain con- 
ditions, it seems to us that a baby cream should not be an emul- 
sion, but rather an oily cream as nearly neutral as possible. A 
mixture of bland vegetable oils, light mineral oil with petrolatum, 
and a bit of zinc stearate or titanium dioxide to whiten it up 


should enable you to make an effective product. 


ACNE-WRINKLE CREAMS 


We are compounding two creams—one is an acne cream and the 

other is a wrinkle cream—and we take the liberty of writing you to 

get your assistance through your Reader’s Questions department.

The objection to this cream seems to be, in the case of some very 
sensitive skins, that there is an irritating effect, which we attribute 
to the benzoin.

The acne cream formulas accepted practices and look effective 
to us. In regard to the wrinkle cream we don’t think the benzoin 
has anything to do with the irritating effect of which you speak. 
We think the irritation is more than likely due to the glycerin 
and possibly to the stearic acid. You also have two unknown 
quantities in the two trade-marked specialties included in this 
formula. We are not familiar with their composition. We sug- 
gest that you replace the glycerin with mono-ethyl ether of 
diethylene glycol (a glycerin substitute). Next we’d eliminate

BREAST DEVELOPER

done any serious work on them since we were weaned—not in a 
scientific sense at any rate—so we are obliged to discuss breasts 
from a detached or highly theoretical point of view. Breasts can 


be developed, of course, and any good tissue cream will be of 


some assistance with proper massaging. We prefer massaging. 
It helps a lot. The cream is incidental. 


CONTRACEPTIVES 

We are much indebted to Mr. Philip Stoughton of R. A. S. 
Laboratories for his kindness in checking us up in the following 
interesting and informative letter: 

I was very much interested to see the question and answer on 
page 77 in the July DruG AND Cosmetic Inpustry in regard to 
Vaginal Jelly. As I remember it, you had another article on this 
subject some months ago called ‘“‘Manufacturing Feminine 
Hygiene Products” or something like that. In both of these 
there are several minor errors. The most important of these is 
the suggestion for the use of petrolatum. 

So far as I know, none of the manufacturers of contraceptive 
jellies are using petrolatum. There are several reasons for this; 
the best one being that modern contraceptive technique includes 
the use of a Vaginal Diaphragm with the jelly. Petrolatum will 
ruin the Diaphragm in a very short time so that the chief in- 
eredients should contain nothing harmful to rubber. There are 
several accepted formulae—Lactic Acid 1%, Borie Acid 5%, 
Glycerite of Starch U. S. P. In making this formula it is better 
to dissolve the Boric Acid in the glycerine than to attempt to 
add the Boric and Lactic Acids after the starch-glycerite is made. 
This formula is one generally used by a very large number of 
concerns, is a fairly good contraceptive and has only a few minor 
disadvantages, such as that caused by the drying effect of the 
glycerine, which causes excessive flow from the vaginal mucosa 
after use. 

Another formula in general use is Lactic Acid 1% to 2%, 
Boric Acid 4%, Glycerine 30°% on a Gum-Tragacanth Base. So 
far as I know, neither of these formulas are made with quinine, 
but both of them are made with oxy-quinoline sulphate, varying 
from 14 per cent to 114 per cent. Clinical tests show that the 
oxy-quinolinesulphate, even in high percentage is an unusually 
poor spermeticide but is useful only for its antiseptic quality. 

More recently a number of formulas have been worked out. 
We have worked out three or four which we consider better than 
either of these. Others are using a gum karaya base, using 
Boric Acid, Lactic Acid and sometimes acetic or tartaric acid. 
Alum is sometimes used but has obvious disadvantages. 
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There are two new soap base jellies now on the market, which 
are receiving some favorable attention. 

We are engaged in making tests such as those mentioned in 
your answer, except that we use a microscope and stage in place 
of the brunettes preferred by you. Your correspondent is asking 
for something for which any manufacturer of contraceptives 
would cheerfully give his right eye because it would be the ideal 
contraceptive. 

The best discussion of contraceptive formulae and information 
in regard to the manufacturer is given in a book called “The 
Chemistry and Physics of Contraceptives” by Cecil I. B. Voge, 
B. SC., Ph. D., F. R. S. (Ed.), published by Jonathan Cape, 
Thirty Bedford Square, London, which your correspondent. 
could well afford to purchase if he really expects to work out a 
very satisfactory formula. 

If you would care to put him in touch with us, we might be 
able to be of some slight assistance to him, and if he would care 
to consult us professionally, [ think we could work out a formula 
for him which would meet almost all of the requirements which 
he asks; the remainder he will find in Heaven if he gets there.

We 
appreciate that trade-marks are more valuable than formulas but 
notwithstanding we must continue to refuse to comment on such 
products. 


PERMANENT WAVING SOLUTIONS 


We'd appreciate hearing from anyone who has accurate informa- 
tion on the composition of non-ammonia and the more modern types 
of permanent waving solutions. During the past year a number of 
advancements in this field have apparently been made and we must 
confess our ignorance of them. Inasmuch as the item is a beauty 
shop supply product and not a consumer product, we've never taken 
much interest in it. But judging from the number of inquiries we 
receive, everybody and his brother must have suddenly gone into the 
business of making permanent waving supplies. 


FERMENTATION-RANCIDITY 


We wish to make a sulfonated oil shampoo and would like to 
inquire whether it is necessary to incorporate in it a preservative or 
an anti-oxidant. Des Moines. 

It will be desirable to include both as sulfonated oil mixtures 
are likely to go rancid. 


NON-SOAP HAIR POWDER 


We would appreciate your help in making a shampoo powder 
not to contain any soap. It should clean the hair well and if pos- 
sible provide a liberal non-irritating foam. 

Shampoo powders sans soap can be made by perfuming a 
mixture of sodium sesqui carbonate and sodium lauryl sulfonate. 
Some manufacturers include a small percentage of saponin. 


LOCAL RESTRICTIONS 


We are preparing to put a hair remover on the market and we 
understand that there are certain restrictions and qualifications to be 
met in Some eastern cities and states before cosmetics or allied prod- 
ucts can be sold there. Will you kindly advise us about these re- 
strictions and what procedure to follow? We might state that our 
hair remover is absolutely harmless and contains no barium. 

The principal points which you have to consider are the State 
of Maine which has a cosmetic law, and New York City which 
requires that products be submitted to the Department of Health 
before they are sold. You can address Dr. Campbell who is in 
charge of the registration of cosmetics for the State of Maine, and 
who is located in Portland. You can also address Dr. Bocher of 
the New York City Health Department, whose address is 
139 Center st. 
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THE COMPOUNDERS’ CORNER 


Cod Liver Oil in Wounds 

Cod liver oil ointments are excellent 
for treatment of wounds, according to 
W. Lohr who wrote on the subject in the 
Zentralblatt fur Chirurgie, Leipzig. Lohr 
finds that fats and oils are bacteria free, 
and bacteria generally encountered in 
wounds perish when placed in cod liver 
oil either because they receive no nourish- 
ment or because of the surface tension of 
the oil. Large amounts of cod liver oil 
used in wounds do not produce any 
toxicity. 

The oil was used in combination with 
indifferent substances to give consistency 
of paste. The oil in the salve permeates 
the tissues and causes a rapid liquefaction 
of the necrotic tissues followed by a 
powerful stimulation of the growth which 
affects all tissues, including the epithelium. 
Large areas fill with granulation tissue and 
these become covered with regenerated 
epithelium. The author did not resort 
once to skin transplantation during the 
past three and one-half years in which he 
has used this form of treatment. The in- 
hibiting effect on the bacterial flora of 
wounds was likewise striking. 

In the treatment, a thick layer of the 
cod liver oil salve is laid on the wound 
surface. The author has treated with this 
method 122 cases of second and third 
degree burns, and fatalities due to sec- 
ondary infection were markedly reduced. 


Hair Packs 

Hair packs in cream form are the newest 
thing. Their purpose is to supply various 
products, especially lecithin and choles- 
terol, to the hair and scalp; these sub- 
stances are best absorbed when they are 
used in the form of pasty, fat-containing 
emulsions. Absorption is still further in- 
creased by the use of a heat-cap (body 
temperature). The hair becomes soft and 
pliable and injury due to bleaching, per- 
manent waving, etc. is limited. The pack 
is used by diluting the cream mass with 
warm water to a thin paste and spreading 
it over the scalp. In this form of treat- 
ment the emulsion may be easily and com- 
pletely removed without leaving excessive 
oil in the hair or on the scalp. Packs con- 
tain lanolin, triethanolamine soaps, mono- 
glycerides, diethyleneglycol monosterate, 
emulsifiers, etc. As an example, the 
“cholesterol pack” contains lanolin, stear- 
in, emulsifier, and 2.25°% cholesterol- 
lecithin. Packs are chiefly oil-in-water 
emulsions, which may be easily diluted 
A typical 
formula is 10% glycerin monostearate, 6%

Nail White 

Nail white may be advantageously 
made in stick form. With the following 
sticks the nails may be treated when the 
hands are washed; the stick is soluble in 
walter. The basic substance is a special 
stearine soap, while dextrin is the binder. 
Titanium dioxide is a satisfactory pig- 
ment, being much more effective than any 
of the usual products. 

The stearine soap is first prepared. Five 
hundred and twenty-five parts of water 
and 98 parts of calcined soda are heated in 
a steam kettle. Meanwhile melt 174 
parts of stearic acid. Stir the two to- 
gether and heat for half an hour on a 
steam bath; add 17 parts of alcohol and 
heat until a water-soluble soap paste 
forms. Then add a mixture of 42 parts of 
sodium chloride, 5 parts of soda, and 39 
parts of water and heat until solid soap 
separates from the mother liquor. Draw 
off the spent lye, wash the finished soap 
with a little water, press and allow to dry. 

Using this soap as a base, the nail white 
stick consists of 230 parts of stearin soap, 
155 parts of dextrin, 480 of titanium di- 
oxide, 135 parts of kaolin and distilled 
water to make 1000 parts. The powder is 
mixed with the soap and enough water so 
that the mass can easily be worked and 
then pressed into molds. It is allowed to 
dry for eight days. 

The nail white paste consists of 50 to 70 
parts of binder (nitrocellulose or acetyl- 
cellulose) and 30-50 parts of pigment-zinc 
white, lithopone, etc. 


Incompatibility of Amidopyrine 
Amidopyrine does not harmonize with 
acacia gum, giving a colored solution. 
The color is due to the oxydase present in 
the gum and may be prevented by heating 
the gum solution to 85°C., when the 
oxydase is destroyed. A blue color de- 
velops when amidopyrine is mixed with 
various oxydizing agents such as iron 
chloride, silver nitrate, nitric acid, Spiritus 
aetheris nitrosi, iodine solutions and cer- 
tain enzymes. Mixed with aspirin to form 
tablets, it develops a yellow color within 
a few months. When moistened to form 
tablets, the compound becomes pasty and 
sticks to the die. It is incompatible with 
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amyl nitrite and apomorphine; when 
mixed with citric acid it soon forms a 
paste, which it also does with salicylic acid. 
It quickly becomes yellow with salol; it 
imparts a purple color to a pepsin solution 
in which it is dissolved and precipitates. 
With calomel it forms a grey mass. 
Amidopyrine is apparently compatible 
with the following substances: antipyrine, 
acetphenetidine, ammonium chloride, bor- 
ax, cinchophen, tannin, sodium and potas- 
sium acetates, sodium biphosphate, lead 
acetate, menthol, methylamine, phenol- 
phthaleine, potassium bromide, potassium 
iodide, sodium salicylate and cascara ex- 
tract. 


New Pneumonia Remedy 

A new derivative of quinine has been 
found of great aid in successful treatment 
of pneumonia. The product, known as 
beta-hydroxy-ethyl-apoquinine, was dis- 
covered at Mellon Institute. The drug 
was administered to mice which had been 
innoculated with pneumonia germs in 
doses 1,000 times greater than the amount 
required to cause death. Of thirty such 
mice, twenty-nine recovered. 


Synthetic Vitamin C 

During the past year observations have 
been made which have led to general 
agreement that Vitamin C and hexuric 
acid found in the adrenals and in many 
vegetable juices are identical. Hexuric 
acid will henceforward be known as 
ascorbic acid as it possesses the powerful 
antiscorbutic properties attributed to 
Vitamin C. Ascorbic acid has very re- 
cently become available for medical use 
and the first clinical experiments have 
revealed very striking and unexpected 
effects. Ascorbic acid seems to be able to 
cure in a very striking manner several 
diseases against which medicine has been 
helpless such as purpura haemorrhagica, 
Werlhoff’s disease, certain forms of 
haemorrhagica nephritis and haemophilia, 
pyrorrhoea, etc. This is more striking 
because these conditions were not thought 
to be due to lack of this vitamin. These 
cures indicate that humanity is suffering 
much more gravely from Vitamin C de- 
ficiency than had been supposed. Patients 
with Addison’s disease can be bleached 
out again with this acid. ( 

Ascorbic acid can be made by following 
methods: 

1. Addition of hydrogen cyanide (re- 
agents potassium cyanide and calcium 
chloride) to 4-xylosone. Yield 70 per 
cent.

2. Oxidation of gulusone direct to 2- 
keto-gulonic acid, followed by isomeriza- 
tion by the method of Ohle. 
3. Direct oxidation of sorbose to 2-keto 
gulonic acid followed by isomerization.

ALCOHOL PRODUCTION CONTINUES 
UPTREND: SALES RECORD GAINS 


Production and sales of ethyl alcohol 
for July, reported by industrial manu- 
facturers, continued to reflect improve- 
ment. July sales of 12,693,000 proof 
gallons showed gains of 1,934,000 proof 
gallons over June, and 3,348,000 proof 
gallons over sales for July, 1933. The 
increase in production was slightly less, 
thus serving to hold the supply well in 
line with the demand. 

Business on completely denatured al- 
cohol for the account of the anti-freeze 
trade continued to be booked during the 
past month, although at a slower rate 
than in August and July. Reports of 
business improvement among the con- 
sumers of specially denatured alcohol 
are substantiated by figures on the with- 
drawals of this product. 

Figures covering the output of meth- 
anol for the first six months of this year 
indicate that production of both the 
wood distillation and synthetic products 
has also increased. 


DOMESTIC IODINE PRODUCTION UP 


lodine, a product which until recent 
years has been obtained almost entirely 
from foreign countries, is now produced 
in appreciable volume from domestic 
sources, according to a news bulletin 
from the Department of Commerce. Chile 
has been the chief foreign source where 
iodine is obtained as a by-product of 
nitrate manufacture while a certain 
amount has been imported from Japan 
where it is extracted from seaweed. Until 
1928 only small amounts of iodine had 
been produced from domestic sources, 
but during that year marketable 
amounts were produced from oil-well 
brines.

own valid trade-mark, the commission’s 


order shall not apply to advertising or 
packages to be sold in those countries. 

It is also required by the commission's 
order that the Bayer Co. in its advertising 
of aspirin discontinue the use, unless they 
are properly qualified, limited, or ex- 
plained, of assertions to the effect that 
“no harmful after effects follow its use,” 
or “it does not depress the heart,” or “‘it 
does not upset the stomach.’’ Other state- 
ments ordered to be discontinued, unless 
properly qualified, limited, or explained, 
relate to the company’s claim that its 
aspirin is a quick relief for bad headache, 
neuralgia, neuritis, or other severe pain, 
and may be taken by nervous patients “in 
whom aspirin not only relieves suffering, 
but acts as a sedative and induces rest at 
night.” 

The commission makes it clear that its 
order is not to be construed as prevent- 
ing the Bayer Co. from making proper 
therapeutic claims or recommendations 
based on reputable medical opinion or 
recognized medical or pharmaceutical 
literature. 

The company is directed to cease and 
desist from advertising in newspapers or 
other publications or on the radio that 
aspirin not manufactured by it is counter- 
feit or spurious. 

Complaint was issued by the commis- 
sion with reference to the Bayer advertis- 
ing of aspirin, June 13. The company did 
not contest the proceeding and consented 
to the issuance of a cease and desist order.

Squibb ** Adex Tablets 10-D” have been 
rejected as not acceptable for N. N. R. 
The report of the council referring to this 
decision reads in part as follows: 

“After considerable correspondence, the 
firm informed the Council that since it 
would mean considerable loss to change 
the name “Adex”’ and to adopt a longer 
name in conformance with the Council’s 
desire for a more informative designation, 
it had reluctantly decided to continue the 
name “‘Adex.’”’ The firm expressed the 
desire to adhere “in every other respect” to 
the rules of the Council concerning the 
marketing of this product and submitted 
three advertisements which had been pre- 
pared as a part of the fall campaign in 
promotion of Adex Tablets, asking that 
the Council consider the acceptability of 
these advertisements. The Council could 
not undertake to supervise and endorse 
advertising for an unacceptable product 
over which it has no real control. The 
firm was informed, however, that the 
Council reserves the right to criticize such 
advertising on its own initiative. 

“The Council feels that it is irrational 
to have a series of special names for cod 
liver oil concentrate tablets, since the 
common features of these are more im- 
portant than the differences. The Council 
further feels that in the case of Adex 
Tablets neither the higher dosage nor the 
special process of protecting the vitamin 
content (if, indeed, tablets need such pro- 
tection) represents such an improvement 
over available preparations as to justify 
the use of a coined proprietary name. 

“Since E. R. Squibb & Sons refused to 
make the name acceptable, the Council 
reaflirmed its rejection of Squibb Adex 
Tablets 10-D and authorized publication 


of the foregoing statement.”

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NRA Activities 


NRA Amends Minimum Price 
Standard 

Manufacturers’ wholesale list prices per 
dozen, without discount or other allow- 
ance, have been made the minimum retail 
sales price under the code for the retail 
drug trade. 

The retailers’ code has been amended 
with approval of the National Recovery 
Administration so that Section 6 reads as 
follows: 

Section 6. It is hereby declared an un- 
fair trade practice for any drug retailer to 
sell any drugs, medicines, cosmetics, toilet 
preparations or drug sundries at a price 
below the manufacturers’ wholesale list 
price per dozen; provided, however, that 
in the case of biologicals or other of the 
above-mentioned products, which are not 
customarily sold in dozen or greater lots, 
the code authority may fix a comparable 
unit quantity. 

The Administrator, at the recommenda- 
tion of the National Retail Drug Code 
Authority or otherwise, after such notice 
and hearing as he may deem necessary, 
may suspend or modify the operation of 
this clause at any time when it appears 
that such operation does not tend to ef- 
fectuate the purposes of title I of the act. 
The Administrator shall suspend or modi- 
fy the operation of this clause in any par- 
ticular case where a manufacturer is found 
to be manipulating his prices because of 
this provision in such a manner as to main- 
tain an unwarrantedly higher price to the 
ultimate consumer or to oppress small 
enterprises, or otherwise to defeat the pur- 


poses of the act. 


Soap Status Hearing October 23 

\ proposal to remove soap from the 
definition of cosmetics and toilet prepara- 
tions in the retail drug code has been set 
for hearing by the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration October 23 before Deputy 
Administrator Harry C. Carr. 

The hearing has been called to deter- 
mine whether the retail drug code shall be 
modified in this respect, and, if so, how. 
\ conflict of authority between the retail 
drug code and the retail grocery code over 
control of soap sales was temporarily 
settled by the NRA last Spring in an order 
placing all soaps except shaving prepara- 
tions and shampoos under the grocery 
code. At that time it was expected that 
the matter would be reopened later. 

The October 23 hearing will also deal 
with proposed amendments to the retail 
drug code permitting the code authority 
to incorporate and to levy mandatory 
assessments against retailers and also on a 
proposed budget for the code authority. 
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Package Medicine Code Budget 

The code authority for the package 
medicine industry has submitted for NRA 
approval an estimated budget totaling 
$87,500 to cover code administration ex- 
penses for the period May 28, 1934, to 
June 30, 1935. 

Itemized expenditures listed under the 
budget include $21,490 for salaries, $21,100

for office expenses and $41,500 for general 
expenses. 

The suggested basis of contribution is 
$3 annually for yearly sales up to $3,000; 
an additional $1 annually for each addi- 
tional $1,000 of yearly sales, up to $5,000, 
000; a maximum of $5,000 annually for 
members with yearly sales above $5,000, 
000. 

The code authority has petitioned for 
termination of the exemption granted by 
administrative order X-36, which frees 
members of an industry from the require- 
ment of supporting a code other than the 
one which is applicable to their major line 
of business. The authority estimates that 
more than 20 per cent of the industry’s 
total production is manufactured by mem- 
bers whose principal line of business is 
covered by another code. 


Flavoring Code Approved 

A code of fair competition for the 
flavoring products industry has been ap- 
proved by the National Recovery 
Administration. 

The code provides a basic maximum 
forty-hour workweek. Minimum wages 
will be 40 cents an hour for men and 324 
cents for women, with a 5-cent Southern 
differential in each case. Office workers 
will receive minimum wages of $14 to $16 
a week, depending on population. 

These labor provisions, it is estimated, 
will mean an increase of 141% per cent in 
employment over pre-code days, of which 
9 per cent has been accomplished by the 
PRA; and an increase of about 23 per cent 
in wages, of which 3 per cent has been 
realized. There are 2,700 workers in the 
industry. The annual sales were a little 
over $14,000,000 in 1933. 
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The code authority will consist of six 
members. Two will be nominated by the 
Flavoring Extracts{ Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation of the United States, two by the 
National Association of Fruit and Flavor- 
ing Syrups, one by the National Manu- 
facturers of Soda Water Flavors, and one 


by the Administrator. 


Packaging Machinery Convention

Machinery Manufacturers Institute, Inc., 
will be held on Friday, October 12, 1934 ° 
beginning at 10.00 A. M., at the Edge- 
water Beach Hotel, Chicago.

American Products Co., parent of the 
Zanol Products Co., manufacturer of 
drugs and cosmetics, has proposed a plan 
of recapitalization which if accepted will 
wipe out accumulated dividends on the 
present cumulative preferred stock. Hold- 
ers of preference stock will be offered one 
share of $7 par prior preferred in lieu of 
accumulated dividends and one share of no 
par participating preferred for each share 
now held. Both new preferred issues will 
bear cumulative dividends, prior issue pay- 
ing 5 per cent annually and the participat- 
ing $1.50 annually. After payment of 
preferred dividends, 20 per cent of the 
annual net earnings will be placed in a 
sinking fund to retire the prior preferred 
stock. Holders of preference stock failing 
to consent to the plan will receive new 
preference stock on a_ share-for-share 
basis. The new stock will be subject to 
redemption at $40 a share and entitled to 
preferential cumulative dividends at $2 a 


y ear. 


Monsanto, Ltd. Sells Stock 

Monsanto Chemicals, Ltd., British sub- 
sidiary of the Monsanto Chemical Co., 
St. Louis, has sold to bankers £400,000 of 
an authorized issue of £500,000 of its 
non-voting cumulative preferred stock, to 
be offered to the public at 20s 6d a share, 
or 6d above par. 

The prospectus shows there are no 
sinking fund requirements and that the 
issue may be retired before 1970 at 21s 6d. 
No guarantee by the parent company is 
involved. The American company retains 
all of the 600,000 common shares of its 
British subsidiary.

Elder Flowers 


Sambucus canadensis or Sambucus nigra 


is indigenous to Europe and America. 
An old tradition has it that the Cross of 
Calvary was made from the wood of the 
elder. The flowers have been esteemed 
diaphoretic and diuretic and used in 
febrile complaints and also as an alterative 
in syphilis and rheumatism. The berries, 
bark and root appear to possess some 


laxative principles. 


Rhododendron 


Rhododendron Chrysanthemum, Yel- 
low-flowered Rhododendron, Rosebay, 
Snowrose. The leaves of this rhodo- 
dendron have long been employed in 
Siberia as a remedy in rheumatism, and to 
a less extent in gout and syphilis. 


Botanicals 


Botanical dealers reported a seasonable 
improvement in sales, reflecting the pass- 
ing of the summer months and_ the 
tendency of manufacturers to prepare for 
the cold weather demand for cough 
medicines and such products. The under- 
tone of the market seemed to be gaining 
somewhat in strength but there were no 
outstanding price movements during the 
past month. Stocks were said to be gain- 
ing in dealers hands as_ replacement 
buying for the more active season just 
ahead were affected. This buying tended

to further emphasize the absence of large 
stocks in the various primary markets of 
the world. Stocks held by primary mar- 
ket factors are not in quantities that 
could be called sizable. Gum tragacanth 
and arabic were quite firm but without 
open price change. The wax market was 
without feature. 

CHAMOMILE—Very fair trade was 
reported in Hungarian flowers. The spot 
price now seems more stable after the 
sharp fluctuations that were charac- 
teristic for several months past. This has 
encouraged buyers to place more liberal 
orders against their requirements. Prices 
ranged from 30c to 32c per pound. 

A report from London indicates that 
Belgian flowers of the new crop have been 
arriving there during the past few weeks 
and the market opened with low prices in 
much the same way as it did last season. 
As a strong point this year, there was no 
carryover from the 1933 crop, and the new 
crop came on to a bare market. 

It has been reported that the French 
crop is a small one, and if France buys 
from Belgium advances in price are most 
probable, for the French are large users of 


chamomile flowers. 





DIGITALIS—With consuming outlet 
somewhat narrow, prices tended toward 
the easy side but were without open change 
from the prevailing schedule of from 33c 
to 35c per pound. 

Although the commercial supplies of 
digitalis come mainly from abroad, it is 
reported that J. W. Wilber, florist, of 
Dumbarton, Va., not only grows digitalis 
for commercial purposes but extracts the 
drug from the plant and markets it in 
liquid and tablet form. He is said to be 
the only grower of digitalis in Virginia, or, 
for that matter, anywhere in this section 
of the United States. 

For several years Mr. Wilber grew 
digitalis and sold the dried plant to drug 
manufacturers, at one time having as 
much as six acres under cultivation. The 
digitalis crop is harvested in November 
when the plants have attained their full 
growth.

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Yarrow 

The flowering tops of Achillea Mille- 
folium L. Milfoil, or yarrow, shown at 
right, is a perennial herb, very common 
both in Europe and America. Both the 
flowers and leaves have an agreeable, 
though feeble, aromatic odor, which con- 
tinues after drying, and a bitterish, astrin- 
gent, pungent taste. The aromatic proper- 
ties are strongest in the flowers, the astrin- 
gency in the leaves. Yarrow is a mild 


aromatic sudorific tonic. 


NUX VOMICA—Exports from British 
India during the three years ended March 
31, 1932, 1933, and 1934, amounted to 
20,800 ewt., 20,000 ewt., and 59,000 ewt., 
respectively. 

ARABIC—Undertones very firm al- 
though demand was not much improved. 
Prices in all respects remained unchanged. 
Exports for July, 1934, amounted to 
1,765 tons, compared with 1,648 tons in 
June, 1933. Total exports for January- 
July, 1934 were 14,691 tons compared 
with 10,359 tons during the same period 


of 1933. 


Essential Oils 


PEPPERMINT—A_ wider range of 
prices prevailed in the spot market. This 
reflected the continued uncertainty that 
prevailed. For natural oil the range was 
anywhere from 33.35 to 33.50 per pound 
in quantity with the top figure of $3.65 
per pound in a small way. Redistilled oil 
ranged in price from $3.75 to $4.10 per 
pound. 

Early in September there was some re- 
cession in the price attitude of primary 
market shippers which led some dealers to 
feel that the market would slide off from 
the high figures reached in recent ad- 
vances. It is now practically certain that 
the new crop distillation will not be over 
150,000 pounds all told. With this in 
mind, certain other dealers took a firm 
attitude to the situation, not being willing 
to sell natural oil below $3.50. These 
factors felt that any recessions were a 
temporary reaction from the sharp ad- 
vances but that the market would shortly 
snap back into a very firm position and 





that high prices are likely to continue for 
some time. 

ERIGERON—Stocks were light in 
most quarters. Minimum spot prices were 
higher at $1.45 per pound although the 
movement in most quarters was nominal. 
No reports were forthcoming regarding 
domestic production. 

WORMSEED— Quotations were higher 
at from $2.20 to $2.35 per pound as to 
seller and quantity. There is every likeli- 
hood that production will be much 
smaller this year so that the primary 
market is in a strong position. The spot 
market reflected this condition rather than 
any expansion in movement to manufac- 
turing consumers. 

SPEARMINT— Quotations were some- 
what easier in view of some primary 
movement favorable to dealers and con- 
sumers. The feeling, however, was that 
this was simply a reaction to recent ad- 
vances and as production is less than 
normal the strong tone is again likely to 
develop. Spot prices were from $1.90 to 
$2.10 per pound. 

TANS Y—Lack of definite information 
as to likely output made this market 
nominal to some extent. Prices were 
quite firm. 
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Prices 


Despite a comparatively large rise 
in the medicinal chemical index and a 
somewhat smaller rise for botanicals, 
the 50 commodity index rose only to 
67.5 in October from 67.1 in September 

The medicinal chemical index 
changed to 74.9 from 73.7 in the pre- 
vious month; cod liver oil rose from 
$25.00 to $25.50 and menthol was 
marked up from $2.85 to $3.25. Mer- 


cury declined 50 cents to $74.00. 





The botanical index moved up to 
68.6 from the previous 68.0. Agar, 
aloes and ipecac increased while bella- 
donna and buchu decreased. Agar rose 
1 cent to 54 cents; aloes rose 1 cent to 
16 cents; ipecac increased to 80 cents. 

3elladonna dropped 2 cents to 20 cents; 
buchu fell back to 34 cents from the 
previous 35 cents. 

The essential oil index fell off to 52.8 
from the previous 53.6. Canaga in- 
creased 20 cents to $2.20; bergamot de- 
clined to $1.60; bois de rose dropped to 
$1.25; citronella was lower at 36 cents; 
peppermint was off 25 cents to $3.45. 

The price index for cosmetic raw 
materials increased to 75.0, only two 
price changes occurring in the index 
list. Candelilla decreased 1 cent to 13 
cents, but the increase in menthol re- 


sulted in a net rise. 











THY ME—Although this is the crop 
season for red oil the market has shown a 
gathering of strength abroad. In the 
local trade prices were advanced to 65c 
per pound minimum and to $1.00 as to 
dealer and quantity. 

SASSAFRAS— Artificial oil reflected 
strength of raw material and was ad- 
vanced 5c per pound to the basis of from 
45c to 47c. 

LAVENDER—Distillation has been 
hastened by unseasonable head. It is 
feared that the cropping period may be 
seriously curtailed if beneficient rains are 
not recorded in the regions concerned. 

The crop, while estimated to exceed 
slightly that of 1933, will fall very much 
short of normal. The natural consequence 
is great firmness on the essential oil 
market, the cropping season having found 
the distillers with greatly reduced stocks. 

CITRONELLA—Exports from Java 
still remain high, although a decline has 
been noted. Exports during the first 
quarter of 1934 amounted to 420 tons, 
against 472 tons in the previous quarter, 
and 333 tons in the first quarter of 1933. 
For some time the price has remained at 
92c per kilo.

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LIME—The Asencio Hermanos have 
recently established a factory for making 
lime juice and essential oil of lime in the 
city of Colima, State of Colima. It is 
stated that the plant will have a daily 
production of 500 gallons of lime juice and 
about 10 liters of essential oil of lime. 

CITRUS OITLS—Consul Alfred T. 
Nester, Palermo, reports that there were 
no noteworthy developments regarding 
Sicilian citrus oils during the month of 
July, 1934, and no indication that the 
difficulties with which the industry has 
been faced during the last few years had 
been overcome. However, despite the 
fact that the market remained stagnant, 
a certain firmness was shown in prices of 
all qualities and grades of essential oils. 

Sicily’s production of orange oil for the 
last 1933-34 season aggregated 3,000 kilos 
sweet orange oil, while an average of 
50,000 kilos has been produced in recent 
normal years. 

SAFROL—Prices advanced 5c per 
pound. Five drum lots are quoted at 50c 
per pound, single drums 5le, and single 
cans 54¢ per pound. 

OLEO RESIN VANILLA—Because of 
recent advances in vanilla bean prices 
makers of the oleo resin were forced to 
the new level of prices which ranged from 
$7.75 to $8.75 as to quantity and quality. 


Fine Chemicals 


This market was characterized as con- 
ventionally active during the past month. 
Seasonable items were in good request and 
the outlook for continued improvement in 
these items was said to be satisfactory. 
Shipments of anti-freeze alcohol are now 
going forward to distributors and_ this 
has had the tendency to strengthen the 
entire alcohol market. During the season, 
about two months back when contracts 
for completely denatured alcohol were 
being booked there was a competitive 
situation induced primarily by new pro- 
ducers in the field which caused distillers 
as a whole much concern. Prices were cut 
to low levels in some instances but this 
competitive factor has now been removed, 
it is said so that as a whole the official 


price schedules are now being observed.

Poke Root 


Phytolacca Americana Linne, shown 
here, is abundant in all parts of the United 
States but the commercial supply comes 
chiefly from North Carolina, Indiana and 
Virginia. The young shoots are much used 
as food early in the spring, being boiled in 
the manner of asparagus. The leaves, ber- 
ries and root are used in medicine but the 
latter is the most active. Its properties 
were known to the American Indians before 
the arrival of the white man. It is emetic, 
purgative and somewhat narcotic. It is not 
fit for use as an emetic, however, but has 
been employed as an alterative in chronic 
rheumatism and granular conjunctivitis. 
Locally it has been used in the form of an 


ointment. 


MENTHOL—The feature of this mar- 
ket is the sharp rise in the spot price. This 
advance put the price in case lots at $3.25 
per pound or 40c per pound above what 
prevailed a month ago. The spread was 
to $3.35 for less than case lots. 

During the past few months, heavy 
buying was reported in both this country 
and in Europe. While this buying was 
mostly for speculative account it ma- 
terially strengthened the Japanese market 
wherein the current price raise originated. 
It is now said that practically all of the 
huge 1933 crop has been disposed of. It 
is true that the largest manufacturing 
consumers have stocked up at the low 
levels that prevailed several months 
back—in many cases these large consumers 
have several years supply ahead. 

Production of the new crop isnow 
under way and the usual reports of weather 
damage are coming out of Japan. At all 
events, it does appear that the crop this 


year will be much below last year, but if 


the Japanese are under the assumption 
that the results they were able to obtain 
in disposing of the 1933 crop is the basis 
on which to figure future prospects they 
may be in for a rude awakening. It is a 
far-gone conclusion that the exceptionally 
heavy imports into this country so far 
this year are not a criterion of consump- 


tion here. A good part of this stock is 








for speculative account and has not gone 


into consumption so that buying eventu- 
ally must slow up. It is quite possible 
that the Japanese market has not as yet 
felt the full effects of the overproduction 
in 1933 but that this may come back to 
plague them at a later date. 

Some factors feel that the market is 
likely to remain strong for at least the 
balance of this year but feel bearish for 
the long pull at current prices. It is 
particularly difficult to predict the future 
trend of menthol. Currency exchange 
plays a large part in determining prices. 
The Japanese farmers are now said to be 
receiving very high prices in yen so that 
production may take a spurt should this 
condition continue. 

THY MOL—Advanced to the basis of 
$1.85 per pound in 100 pound lots. 
Smaller lots were offered at $1.90 per 
pound. The movement reflected in- 
creased production costs. 

ALOIN—The market continued to ad- 
vance with prices now ranging from $1.30 
to $1.35 per pound. The current advance 
was occasioned by the absence of com- 
petition and also was a reflection of the 
high production costs based on raw ma- 
terial prices.

Arctium Lappa and Species, as illus- 
trated, grows abundantly in the United 
States although the commercial supplies 
are Obtained chiefly from Belgium and 
France. The dried root from plants of the 
first years’ growth forms the official drug, 
but the leaves and fruits are also used. The 
action is alterative, diuretic and diapho- 
retic. It is one of the best blood purifiers. 
In all skin diseases, it is a certain remedy 
and has effected a cure in many cases of 
eczema, either taken alone or combined 
with other remedies, such as Yellow Dock 


and Sarsaparilla. 


LODINE—The situation continues un- 
settled as production both in the United 
States and Japan offers increased com- 
petition to the Chilian source. 

Recent improvements in the commercial 
extraction of iodine from oil well and 
other brines in California, has been one 
of the most recent developments of par- 
ticular interest to the pharmaceutical 
industry. 

While six years ago iodine sold for $5.00 
to $6.00 a pound and the domestic iodine 
market was dominated entirely by a 
foreign syndicate which obtained its 
iodine from waste sodium iodate, an 
impurity in Chilean caliche, today iodine 
from salt brines is available at approxi- 
mately $1.50 per pound. 

The extraction of iodine from salt 
brines commenced in 1928. This marked 
the first decided drop in iodine prices. 
Gradually this new iodine reached mar- 
ketable quantities, and by the close of 
1931 the price of iodine had dropped to 
33.40. By August, 1932, the price had 
reached $2.90 per pound. The salt brine 
for this process is obtained from = ex- 
hausted oil wells, which contain about 60 
parts per million of this important 
chemical. 

Manufacturing facilities of the American 
producer are said to be ample today to 
produce all the iodine this country re- 
quires, making the United States in- 
dependent of foreign domination on this 
important chemical product. 

\ report from Ralph H. Ackerman, 
American Commercial Attache, Santiago, 
Chile states that Chile’s reduced partici- 
pation in the world’s iodine market is 
accounted for by the fact that new sources 
of iodine were developed in the United 
States and additional production under- 
taken in Java and especially in Japan. 
The Japanese, favored by a depreciated 
yen, were extremely active in supplying 
this commodity and Japan’s exports of 
iodine reached new high peaks. Com- 
petition from these sources was made pos- 
sible by the maintenance of high prices 
for Chilean iodine until well into 1932. 

Chilean producers of iodine have not 
been inactive abroad in their efforts to 
protect their markets. The price of 
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Chilean iodine for sale in Great Britain 
was reduced in August 1934 from 14s. 6d. 
to 10s. a kilo, with buyers’ protection 
against fall in price, for deliveries during 
four months. Pointing out that potassium 
iodide has declined from 238s. 10d. a 
pound late in 1931 to 5s. a pound at 
present, The Chemical Trade Journal and 
Chemical Engineer stated editorially: 

“No other chemical material, in fact, 
during the post-war years has experienced 
such a remarkable slump in values as have 
crude iodine and the principal compounds 
manufactured from it. In arriving at 
their decision, the Chilean iodine interests 
have most probably been influenced by the 
necessity of taking steps to counteract 
and, if possible, to eliminate the growing 
competition of Japanese potassium iodide 
in the export markets of the world, while 
the new iodine quotations are probably 
also meant to act as a deterrent to any 
considerable expansion in exports of 
iodine from Russia.”’ 

A special bulletin issued by C. C. Con- 
cannon, Department of Commerce states 
that until 1928 only small quantities of 
iodine had been produced in the United 
States, but during that year production 
from oil-well brines began in California 
and Louisiana and gradually reached 
marketable quantities. 

As production increased imports de- 
clined, dropping rapidly from 926,500 
pounds valued at $2,900,000 in 1927 to 
the low point of 278,700 pounds valued at 
$998,000 in 1931. Notwithstanding this 
decline the invoice price of imports in- 
creased from 33.13 to $3.58 per pound. 
Following 1931, however, the invoice 
price began to decline, dropping to $3.52 
in 1932, and imports rose to 631,670 
pounds. During the year following the 
average import invoice price dropped to 
$2.08 per pound and imports advanced 
to 1,411,680 pounds, the largest amount 
ever brought into the United States dur- 
ing a single year. Receipts continue 
heavy amounting during the first seven 
months of 1934 to 1,243,500 pounds, 
valued at $1,867,500 or about $1.50 per 
pound. 
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Tale 


A recent release by the United States 


Bureau of Mines, to the effect that pro- 
duction of tale and ground soapstone in 
the United States during 1933 showed 
substantial gains compared with 1932, 
was said to be somewhat misleading as far 
as any relation to the cosmetic industry 
is concerned. This report stated that 
total shipments by 29 producers registered 
increases of 30.3 per cent in quantity and 
23.5 per cent in value. 

While these figures are not contested, 
it should be pointed out that most of the 
total production of domestic tale is used 
for industrial purposes and only a com- 
paratively small percentage goes into 
cosmetic manufacture. 

Importations of French tale showed a 
marked decline during the period in ques- 
tion but this grade is also used largely for 
industrial purposes and has comparatively 
little effect on the cosmetic trade here. 
Italian tale is the grade used mostly for 
cosmetic manufacture. While importa- 
tions declined somewhat last year the 
total volume of business done here is 
reported as very satisfactory with spot 
market prices being well maintained at 


from 360 to 375 per ton. 


CALCIUM GLUCONATE—R ising 
production costs resulted in an advance 
of 3c per pound in the item. The pharma- 
ceutical grade ranged from 50c per pound 
in a large way to 57c for small lots. 

LANOLIN—A very much firmer mar- 
ket prevailed in this commodity. Cost 
to import when based on present rates of 
exchange was higher. It was also said 
that the domestic supply of crude wool 
grease was affected by the recent textile 
strike so that it will be some time before 
the crude supply catches up with the 
demand. Scheduled prices are therefore 
being adhered to in all quarters with pre- 
dictions made that an advance would not 


come as a surprise.
